The Mexican government de- 
,i dared Mexico City a disaster area; 
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but there were no details of damage 
on the west coast closest to the 
quake’s epicentre, due to disrupted 
communications. 

The Mexican Embassy in 
Washington said that a major tidal 
wave could be generated, which 
could affect the Pacific coast from 
California to Ecuador. The Mexican 
states most affected were said to be • 
Mich oa can. Guerrero and the south- 
ern part of Jalisco, all in the south- 
west. 

“Unfortunately there appear to be 
many dead,” President Miguel de la 
Madrid said after a tour of stricken 
areas in the Mexican capital. 

Official estimates of the deaths 
were not immediately available. 
However, Channel 13, the sole oper- 


ating television station in the capital, 
reported at least 300 dead. 

The quake at 9:18 a.m. registered 
7.8 on the Richter Scale, the U.S. 
- geological survey said, making it a 
severe quake capable of doing se- 
rious damage. It put the epicentre 
about 400 kilometres southwest of 
Mexico City. 

Live television scenes showed 
buildings in rubble with many people 
trapped. 

An amateur radio operator said be 
had seen many dead people on the 
street. 

Another report said 35 per cent of 
the dty*s buildings were damaged! 

Both gasoline for emergency vehi- 
cles and blood were said to be in 
short supply and the government 


was asking for donations. 

In Tijuana, on the border with 
California, a local cable TV channel 
showed live pictures from Mexico 
City and an announcer said deaths 
were considered to be in the 
thousands. Ambulances and rescue 
crews were being hampered by a lack 
of gasoline. Hotels and other build- 
ings on the Pasco Del a Reforma. 
and Insurgentes Avenue, the city's 
major streets, were heavily dam- 
aged. ■

When they finally 
emerged, they announced that 
Yosef bad committed himself to 
negotiate on their behalf with the 
chief rabbis.

Freed hostage: 
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Shi’ites want U.S. pressure 
on Kuwait to free prisoners

‘WASHINGTON. - Rev. Benjamin 
Weir, the American hostage just 
released in Lebanon, yesterday told 
a nationally-televised news confer- 
ence that his captors were deman- 
ding the quick release of- 17 Shi'ite 
prisoners in Kuwait in exchange for 
the freedom of the six other Amer- 
icans still being held hostage in 
Lebanon. 

He urged the Reagan administra- 
tion to consider exerting pressure 1 on 
Kuwait to meet the terrorists’ de- 
mands. His captors, he said, had 
threatened to start kilting the Amer- 
__ icans unless the prisoners in Kuwait 
.sf were released soon. 

• '. Later in the day. the State.Depart- 

mem said: “We will review Rev. 
v Weir’s suggestions carefully and will 
continue to do everything possible 
consistent with U.S. policy to obtain 
.. .■ the .expeditious release of the re- 
maining six hostages. This is one of 
die highest priorities of the adminis- 
-- nation.” 

But spokesman. Bernard Kalb in- 
sisted that ‘this administration will 
^ nor pressure other governments to 
make concessions to those holding 
hostages.”

Jeweler stabbed to death in Haifa

HAIFA. - A jewelry dealer was 
stabbed and fatally wounded while 
walking through the Hadar Hacar- 
met quarter shortly after 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning. - 

The victim, 38-year-old Yosef 
Shayu of Ramat Gan, managed to 
drag himself to a shop at the junction 
of Herzl and Bilu Streets opposite 
the Great Synagogue, where he 
raised the alarm before collapsing 
unconscious is a pool of blood. 

An intensive care ambulance was 
£ rushed to the scene and the crew 
p tried to resuscitate Shayu, but jbewas 


pronounced dead on arrival later at 
the Rambam Hospital. 

Police said an attache case con- 
taining a large quantity . of jewelry, 
■cash and some documents, was still 
clutched in the man's hand when he 
reached the shop. 

Haifa district police chief Ya’acov ' 
Havrv has appointed a special squad 
beaded , by Chief Inspector Joseph 
Musafi to investigate the murder. . 

. A man 'was seen running in the 
area at the time of the incident, but 
police said first they were not sure 
how many assailants were involved- 
in the attack. Police have appealed 
for any witnesses to come forward. 


70 Philippine tribesmen 
(fie in Wss suicide’ 


MANILA (AP). - A regional milit- 
ary commander said yesterday a trib- 
al religions leader fed her followers 
poisoned food, killing 69 of them, 
and then stabbed herself to death in 
what local newspapers reported as a 
“mass suicide.” 

Brigadier-General Jaime 
Echevenia said in a telephone inter- 
view from Davao. 960 kilometres 
south of Manila, that Philippine 
marines going to the scene were told 
by a village leader that 72 people 
were poisoned, but three survived in 
the September 9 incident. 

He said local people had told him 
that Che religious leader had slashed 
a tree and promised its leaves would 
dry up and turn to money. When 
they didn’t, he said, she fed her 
followers the poisoned food. 


He said the military learned of the 
deaths only Wednesday, because the 
area is in a remote, mountainous 
part of Davao City, about 40 
kilometres from the city centre. 

Echevenia, basing his report on 
limited radio contact with marines 
sent out yesterday, said he was trying 
to verify reports given him by civi- 
lians that Mangayanon Butaog of the 
Ata tribe fed her followers poison 
because she was embarrassed over 
her failure to create a money tree. 

“These are fanatics. Those who 
survived said they were made to eat 
food poisoned by their high priest,” 
said Echeverria. 

Newspaper reports said a team of 
local militiamen last week counted 
60 bodies in the village of Gunitan,

Pretoria; Our forces due 
back from raid into Angola 


PRETORIA (Reuter). -South Afri- 
ca announced yesterday that it was 
. Withdrawing its forces from Angola 
to their bases in Namibia (South 
West Africa) after a raid aimed at 
guerrillas fighting for Namibian in- 
dependence. 1 

General Constant! Viljoen, chief 
of file South African Defence Force, 
said in a statement tbat the troops 
were ordered yesterday to return to 
their.bases by the weekend. 

. An g ola had said the South African 
incursion was intended to save 
Angolan Unita rebels from an Ango- 
lan government offensive. 


Viljoen said there were no casual- 
ties among 500 South Africans in the 
raid. Two guerrillas of the. South 
West Africa People’s Organization 
(Swapo) were shot dead in one of 
several skirmishes in the Angolan 
busb, he added. 

Pretoria announced the raid on 
Monday, saying that Swapo, which 
has been fighting South Africa for 
control of Namibia for the past 20 


years, was planning a campaign of 
terror in Namibia. 

Unita, which has fought the Marx- 
ist government in Luanda since 
Angola’s independence from Por- 
tugal in 1975, is supported by South 
Africa. 

Viljoen said 12 teams of about 40 
soldiers each should return to their 
bases by the end of this weekend. 

In Luxembourg, the European 
Community yesterday criticized 
South Africa's raid into Angola and 
underlined support for Namibian 
people and the so-called front line 
states bordering South Africa. 

A statement on behalf of the 10 
member countries and Spain and 
Portugal, which join the community 
in January, said they strongly 
opposed South Africa's move into 
Angola and described it as an attack 
on its sovereignty. 

Britain yesterday strongly conde- 
mned South Africa's incursion into 
Angola and called on Pretoria to 
withdraw its forces “ai once.” (Reu- 
ter.

‘The fear of economic sanctions 
by the Arabs no longer appears to 
exist,” Netanyahu said. 


' He added' that the Arabs’ loss of 
clout win strengthen Israel's ability 
to do business at the UN. “We 
. expect that during the coming ses- 
sion, it will ~be easier to arrange 
meetings with delegations from 
Eastern Europe, than it was in past 
years. We also expect to be more 
successful... in arranging meetings 
with African states with whom we do 
not have diplomatic relations," he 
said. 

Another sign of Israel’s improved 
position is tbat for the first time in 
four years there is no indication that 


Iran is lobbying in world capitals in 
preparation for a vote in the General 
Assembly to have Israel expelled 
from the world body, he said. 

“The soundings we are getting 
indicate that some Arab nations 
oppose the introduction of an expul- 
sion motion this year because they 
fear, losing by a wider margin than in 
years past,” he said.

Peres, Shamir, try 
to head off collision

The national unity government is 
doomed t£ a premature demise., 
though its actual expiry may not be 
immediate. This was the growing, 
perception both in Labour and in the 
Likud last night, after a day of un- 
precedentedly hostile rhetoric be- 
tween the leaders of the two camps. 

Today. Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres and Vice Premier and Likud 
leader Yitzhak Shamir are to meet in 
yet another effort to find common 
ground on the Taba dispute. They 
will be joined by Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin (Labour) and Minis- 
ter without Portfolio Moshe Arens 
(Likud). 

But the prevailing assessment on 
both sides was that Taba is the visible 
tip of a vast iceberg of ideological 


differences and political suspicions - 
and that these differences and suspi- 
cions are now inexorably surfacing 
and will sink the unity government. 

This assessment seemed more 
unanimous and outspoken on the 
Labour ride. There, ministers were 
.calling publicly on Peres to force the 
issue and bring about the govern- 
ment’s downfall. (See story below) 

For the Likud. Minister Arens still 
asserted last night tbat the issue was 
“ridiculous" and would “blow 
over.” If Peres had dug himself in, 
Arens told The Jerusalem Post, 
“then he'll just dig himself our.” 

But privately in the Likud camp 
too there was a widespread recogni- 
tion that both Peres and Shamir were 
so deeply entrenched in their respec- 
tive positions that it would be hard to 
re-establish a minimal rapport be- 
tween them. 


Likud sources did not deny that 
hardline Commerce Minister Ariel 
Sharon was a constant source of po- 
tent pressure on Shamir which the 
vice premier could not afford to 
ignore. “He mustn’t make a mis- 
take,” sources close to Shamir 

observed, 

Shamir himself lashed out a 
Labour yesterday for “deceiving the 
people. ..threatening the peo- 
ple... and providing Israel's enemies 
with a tremendous propaganda 
weapon. 

Shamir spoke to the Herat execu- 
tive just an hour after Peres had 
sombrely told the Labour Party ex- 
ecutive that he would not agree to 
serve for the next year at the head of 
“a paralyzed government. ” 

Shamir said that Peres and his 
ministers had accepted Egypt's posi-

Alignment chiefs lash out at Likud

The Labour Party leadership let 
loose a massive, orchestrated broad- 
side against the Likud yesterday, 
apparently in an effort to soften the 
coalition partner in advance of to- 
day's Peres-Shamir meeting on 
Taba. 

Almost all the Labour ministers 
took to the air waves to utter omi- 
nous threats about “diplomatic para- 
lysis,” the “danger of deterioration” 
with Egypt - and the inevitable 
effect on the longevity of the unity 
government. The fusillade culmin- 
ated with Premier Peres’ bombard- 
ment of the Likud in a speech in Tel 
Aviv (see above). 


The massed attack was planned at 
the Labonr ministers' midnight 
strategy session at Premier Peres’ 
home on Wednesday, following the 
deadlocked 'inner cabinet* meeting 
over Taba. 

Political observers felt yesterday 
that the Labour rhetoric, if it failed 
to budge the Likud, would of itself 
contribute to the momentum leading 
to an irretrievable government cri- 
sis. Minister after minister on the 
Labour side asserted flatly tbat the 
continued existence of the unity gov- 
ernment was conditional upon di- 
plomatic p rogre ss with Egypt. 

Participants at Wednesday's 'in- 
ner cabinet' said the lines were in 
fact drawn irrevocably at that meet- 


ing, leaving a climb-down by one 
side or the other as the only escape 
from crisis. 


Labour’s public proclamations 
yesterday were intended to demons- 
trate that it would not be Peres who 
would climb down. Sources close to 
the premier described him last night 
as “agitated as never before during 
his premiership." 

Behind the scenes. Labour was 
redoubling its efforts to create the 
option of a narrow-based govern- 
ment. Key contacts have recently 
taken place - unreported - between 
Labour leaders and religious party 
leaders.

Two in terrorist ‘ferry* case are released

TEL AVIV. - An Australian boat 
owner and an American crew mem- 
ber who were captured while trying 
to ferry Palestinian terrorists to 
Lebanon were freed early this week, 
embassy officials said yesterday. 

Sources in Jerusalem last night 
said, however, that only the Austra- 
lian had been freed and that nothing 
was known about the fate of the 
American crewman, and of fire two 


other western nationals, a Briton 
and a Greek, detained on another 
boat by the navy last month. 

Security authorities released 
Geoffrey White last Sunday after 
holding him since September 23, 
Australian first secretary Graham 
Bauer said. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman Arthur 
Berger said the American had been 
released die same day, but he de- 
clined to give the man's name. 

IDF authorities said the terrorists 


belonged to the PLO. They planned 
to join others in Sidon for a sea- 
borne terrorist attack on Israel, IDF 
sources said. They were captured by 
the navy in the Mediterranean be- 
tween Cyprus and Lebanon. 

pauer said White, in his mid-20s. 
lived in Cyprus. He “earned his 
livelihood from charter work.” 

White was not considered guilty of 
complicity with the terrorists, but 
“the Israelis did not take a very kind 
view” of bis role, Bauer said.

Jordan showed interest in impro- 
ving its relations with Syria during 
two days of talks which ended in 
Jedda, Saudi Arabia on Wednes- 
day but made sure it did not abandon 
any of its fundamental policy posi- 
tions, according to experts here. 

King Hussein insists on maintain- 
ing ids freedom of maneuvre in the 
Israel-Arab dispute, the Gulf war, 
andPjordan’s ties with the PLO. the 
experts said. 

Syria is aligned with Iran in the 
Gulf war. Jordan is aligned with 
Iraq, which has long had poor rela- 
tions with Syria. 

During the reconciliation talks, 
arranged last week by Saudi Arabia, 
Syrian and Jordanian representa- 
tives reportedly agreed in principle 
to stop propaganda warfare, lift bor-. 
der restrictions and boost trade. 

Syria would gladly improve its 
relations with Jordan, if the kingdom 
dropped PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat, and revoked its agreement to let 


Arafat's mainstream section of the 
PLO maintain offices and headquar- 
ters in Jordan, the experts said. 

Whether or not Syria makes prog- 
ress with these objectives, the Syrian 
government is willing to cooperate in 
tiie conciliation talks as a gesture of 
goodwill towards Saudi Arabia, it is 
thought. 

With the failure of the U.S. initia- 
tive for meetings between a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
and an Israeli delegation, Syria will 
now try to drive a wedge between 
Hussein and Arafat, experts predict 
here. 

Jordan wants the U.S. to under- 
stand that it will preserve its freedom 
of maneuvre, and therefore it will 
hold further contacts with Syria next 
month. The presence of tiie Jorda- 
nian chief of staff in the Soviet Union 
this month is another way of showing 
the U.S. that Jordan has more than 
one option, at least in contacts, if not 
in general orientation. 


Thatcher tours refugee camp, sells arms 


AMMAN (Reuter). - British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher toured 
Jordan's largest Palestinian refugee 
camp yesterday and told inhabitants 
they had been extremely patient in 
waiting for a settlement of the Mid- 
dle East problem. 

Earlier she bad been present at the 
signing of a B ri tish - J or dani an arms 
deal. 

Jordanian paratroops and security 
police maintained strict security in 
and around the 65,000-population 
Baqa camp near Amman. 

In a speech to representatives of 
the camp, set up after the Six-Day 
War in 1967, Thatcher said: “Having 


been into some of your homes and 
seen the conditions under which you 
are living I njarvel at your cheerful- 
ness.” 

Thatcher said Palestinian refugees 
had long seen the need for a peaceful 
settlement “and you have been ex- 
tremely patient.” 

Thatcher earlier bad 90 minutes of 
talks with King Hussein and spent a 
similar time with Crown Prince Has- 
san and Prime Minister Zeid al- 
Rifa’i. 

Thatcher also witnessed the sign- 
ing of a memorandum of under- 
standing for the sale of British arms 
worth £270 milli on to Jordan. 


Thousands shout down Kahane in Afula

Anghelovici graverobbers freed early 


Two men convicted of removing 
the body of Tereza Anghelovici from 
a Jewish cemetery in Rishon Lezion 
and reburying it in a Moslem cemet- 
ery have been granted early release 
from jail by President Herzog. 

David EhrenfeW and Meir Agassi 
were to have completed their terms 
on October 4. Herzog ordered their 
early release together with 13 other 


prisoners, mainly soldiers, to mark 
the Jewish holidays. 

Prison authorities had already re- 
duced the sentences of the two by a 
third, in consideration of good be- 
haviour. 

Ehrenfeld and Agassi said at their 
trial in 1984 that they removed tiie 
body because Anghelovici was not 
Jewish.

Mexican envoy: Well buy 10 times more

Kerri: Israel settingup

Est group wins injunction 
against interministerial body

The Israel Centre for Break- 
through, which runs “est” seminars 
and programmes, has won an injunc- 
tion from the High Court of Justice, 
delaying the publication of a report 
on cults by an interministerial com- 
mittee. 

Justice Men ahem Elon ordered 
the committee to show cause why it 
should include the Israel Centre for 
Breakthrough in the report. The 
centre offers courses in est and ther- 
apeutic philosophy and says it can- 
not be defined as a cult. 

Arguing in its application that the 
interministeria] committee did not 
engage in research at source and that 
its conclusions are based on hearsay 
and preconceived notions, the cen- 
tre declares itself to be “neither 
mystic nog eastern.” The centre says 
it does not conduct any form of 
worship or ceremonies of a cult na- 
ture. It sole purpose, it says, is to 
help the participants in its program- 
mes towards self-awareness and de- 
velopment. 

Unlike what happens with a cult. 


participants in the est training do not 
leave their jobs and families, it was 
said. Some 7,000 Israelis have paid 
IS180,000 each to undergo the train- 
ing. 

Knesset Member Miriam Ja’asa- 
Glaser (Likud), who four years ago 
initiated the investigation when she 
was deputy minister for Education, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that western as well as eastern cults 
were mentioned in the report. 

She was confident that the report, 
which deals with ten cults operating 
in Israel, would' be released soon. 

“I don’t know what all the fuss is 
about,” she said with reference to 
the appeal. “We are obligated to 
present information to the public; 
but we are not sitting in judgment." 

She added that when the intennin- 
isterial committee had first invited 
representatives of the' Israel Centre 
for an interview, the invitation had 
been ignored on the grounds that 
they were not a cult.' 

However, the Israel Centre subse- 
quently took the advice of its legal 
counsel and did submit to an inter- 
view.

tion on the Taba issue, and for that 
reason the Egyptians reject Israel’s 
position. “If the government today 
were united in demanding concilia- 
tion, as it was in 1982, Egypt would 
accept it. But the prime minister and 
his ministers have for some reason 
accepted Egypt’s arguments. So 
don't let them say the Likud is pre- 
venting the improvement of our rela- 
tions,” Shamir said. 

“The people of Israel must know: 
when they threaten us with breaking 
up the government, whom do they 
think they're threatening? They’re 
threatening the people,” with the 
chaos and mayhem of “an election 
battle.. .Who needs it?" 

Shamir reminded his audience, his 
voice rising to a shout, that Herat 
bad “never surrendered to anyone's 
diktat.” 

In his speech Premier Peres said 
he would not serve out his term as 
premier with the Likud “vetoing 
every diplomatic initiative. ” He said 
the coalition agreement bad pro- 
vided that the unity government 
would “turn over a new page” in 
Israel's relations with is neighbours. 

But how can one turn over a new 
page when each time one touches the 
page - one is rapped on the knuck- 
les?" 

Peres said there were “some in 
Likud who want to vitiate the rota- 
tion agreement right now” — by 
rendering him prime minister in 
name only. “But the prime minis- 
tership is not merely a title. It is a job 
that requires relentless pursuit of 
every avenue to peace.” 


Peres noted pointedly that prime 
minister Menachem Begin had pur- 
sued such avenues. His implication 
was that Begin had gone ahead with 
diplomatic moves, and obtained 
cabinet and Knesset approval for 
them retroactively. 

Among the Labour ministers, 
there are those who urge Feres now 
to follow that same course - and 
confront the Likud with a fait accom- 
pli in the form of an Israel-Egypt 
arbitration agreement over Taba. 
The choice would then be the 
Likud's - whether to acquiesce or to 
quit the government. 

Another option under considera- 
tion in Labour's councils is for Feres 
to bring the issue to a vote in the 
Knesset, thereby circumventing 
both the (deadlocked) ’‘inner 
cabinet” and the unpredictably 
poised full cabinet. With the likely 
abstention of the ultra-leftist parties, 
the premier might be able to achieve 
a majority. 

Penes told his party Executive 
that if the Likud remained adamant 
in its present rejection of the 
conciliatioD-Ieading-to-arbitration 
formula, “the way will be dosed to 
further diplomatic progress.”

Health Ministry denies 
schoolboy, 12, has Aids

A senior Health Ministry official 
yesterday categorically denied re- 
ports that a 12 -year-old boy suffering 
from Aids is attending school and 
mingling freely with other pupils, 
and that two younger children had 
recently died from Aids- 
“It is simply untrue, 1 ' Dr. Tibeno 
Schwartz, the ministry's chief 
epidemiologist, told The Jerusalem 
Post , referring to reports yesterday 
in two daily newspapers. 

“No 12 -year-old boy in Israel has 
Aids and no four-year-old boy or 
infant has died of the disease.” 
Schwartz said- 

Apparently not wishing to fuel a 
potential media-generated alarm 
among the public, the ministry 
issued no statement denying the re- 
ports. But a ministry spokesman said 
the two reported deaths “had no- 
thing to do with Aids.” 

In the first case, a four-year-old 
boy died about a month ago at Tel 
Hashomcr’s Sheba Hospital, suc- 
cumbing to immune deficiency with 
which he was born. In the second 
case, an infant boy born several 


months ago at another hospital died 
soon after birth, also from immune 
deficiency. 

So for, the Health Ministry has not 
issued any directives on Isolating 
voung Aids victims from their fellow 
pupils, because no such cases have 
arisen, the spokesman said. Of the 
20 cases known in Israel since the 
disease was discovered in the U.S. 
three years ago. seven arc still alive. 

As to another report that iw*^ 
recent cases of Aids had been di- 
agnosed among Israeli men who 
claimed they were neither homosex- 
uals nor had received Wood infu- 
sions. a ministry source scoffed; “Pa- 
tients don’t always volunteer true 
information.” 

The first man. 57. died of Aids in 
an Israeli hospital in March. The 
second man. 4U. is under treatment 
for the. disease, which has no cure. 

In the wake of yesterday’s press 
reports. Education Ministry 
Director-General Eliezer Shmueii 
yesterday asked the Health Ministry 
to prepare guidelines for teachers on 
how to deal with pupils who may 
have Aids. 


No early appointment of TV head

Sources at Television House 
yesterday estimated that it would 
take another six to eight weeks be- 
fore a permanent Israel TV director 
is appointed. 

Israel Television has been func- 
tioning without a director since last 
Friday, when acting director Yosef 
Bar-El’s term ended. 

The feeling at Television House is 
that the appointment of a new ITV 
director wQ] be a low priority until 
the government reaches a consensus 
on the Taba issue. 

The Labour and Likud factions on 
the ITV management committee 
have agreed that TV news anchor- 


man Haim Yavin be appointed 
director and, as part of their agree- 
ment. director-producer Yossi Tzc- 
mach would be ITV's first deputy 
director. 

However. Vice Premier Yitzhak 
Shamir said he preferred Bar-El for 
the post, putting the committee's 
agreement on hold. 

'Responsibility for running 
now falls on Broadcasting Authority 
Director-General Uri Porat. who is 
treading carefully so as not in 
antagonize ITV staffers. 

Education and Culture Minister 
Yitzhak Navon met Shamir and 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
Wednesday to resolve the matter, 
but the meeting was inconclusive.

The Bereaved Family 
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Suiddebomber wished to ‘free Lebanon 5

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MARJAYOUN. — A would-be 
suicide car bomber captured two 
days ago trying to carry out a mission 
yesterday told reporters be bad in- 
tended to “free Lebanon." 

Mohammed Awad Masri, 26, 
wearing blue jeans, tennis shoes and 
with a black hood Covering bis face, 
was brought into a conference room 
in an Israeli military compound nine 
kilometres north of the border. The 
hood was removed for the interview 

Masri, a Shi’ite Moslem captured 
with a teenager, drove a car loaded 
with explosives up to a South 
Lebanese Army checkpoint three 
days ago. 

IDF sources at the time said that 
militiamen detonated the car with- 
out any injuries, but did not 
announce the two youths had been 
captured. 

The sources stressed yesterday 
that Masri was being held by the 
SLA. One officer said Masri would 
probably be freed soon by the mili- 
tiamen with a message warning 
others not to plan or carry out such 
attacks. . 


Lebanon's state-run television re- 
ported the vehicle blew up, killin g 
and wounding 30 SLA militiamen. 
The television also ran a pre- 
recorded videotape interview with 
Masri, who they said had been killed 
in the blast. 

Masri said be decided not to cany 
oat bis mission at the SLA's base at 
a-Taibe, about eight kilometres 
north of the Israeli border, when *T 
saw there were civilians there. 

’ “My aim was nationalistic. The 
aim was to harm Israel and its forces 
in Lebanon. I wanted my people to 
rule their country and not to have 
other rulers," said Masri. 

Originally, the car bomb was to 
have been blown up by a woman 
terrorist, but she fled from a training 
camp two days before the operation, 
Masri said. 

Masri,. an occasional drug user, 
was recruited for the mission by his 
brother, an activist in a pro-Syrian 
Nasserite faction in Sidon. an IDF 
officer said. 

SLA soldiers at the checkpoint 
saw two men behaving suspiciously, 
the officer said. They yelled at Masri 
and Samir Samaha. 16, of Nabatiya, 


to get out of their car and the two. 
surrendered, he said. 

SLA militiamen then fired a 
rocket-propelled grenade at the car 
to detonate it, the officer said. It was 
carrying 250 kilograms of explosives, 
he said. 

Syrian TV yesterday claimed the 
bomb had exploded injuring dozens 
of Israeli and Lebanese troops. 

.On Wednesday night, SLA sol- 
diers killed one terrorist and cap- 
tured another trying to infiltrate 
from the Bekaa Valley into Hats — \ 
baya. On the dead terrorist was a 
picture of the terrorist killed in the 
explosion several months ago of a 
“mule bomb." 

Meanwhile, a little-known group 
called the Association of Arab Egypt 
claimed responsibility for a suicide 
car bomb attack in South Lebanon 
on Wednesday, Beirut newspapers 
reported yesterday. . 

A communique named the driver 
of the car as AJi Hassan, a 23-year- 
old Egyptian, and said the attack 
aimed “to prove that the Egyptian 
people shares in the struggle again st 
Israel despite the Camp David 
agreements.’' 


Spurred by Gorbachev visit 

Soviet Jewry campaign to start in France

Soviet Jewry activists from Jeru- 
salem are going' to Paris to help 
French Jews organize a public opin- 
ion campaign to coincide with next 
month's visit by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, 
i Volunteers from the Soviet Jewry 
! Information and Education Centre 
in Jerusalem told a press conference 
that the meeting between Gor- 
bachev and French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand is likely to create 
only rhetoric on Soviet Jewry. 

*To the past, whenever Soviet lead- 
ers were asked about Russian Jews, 
the Soviets said ‘It’s an internal mat- 
ter,’ and end the discussion. And the 
Western leaders say they ‘discussed' 
it," claimed Yuri Stem of the centre. 

Sinceit is Gorbachev’s first visit to 
the West since taking over at the 
Kremlin, and since France is an 
important factor in Western public 
opinion, former Soviet Jews are 
gathering in France for a major 
effort, the volunteers said. 

A demonstration is to be held in 
Paris September 29 - a few days 
before Gorbachev arrives. French 
authorities have banned all demon- 
strations during the Soviet leader’s 
visit. • 

Yosef Mendelevich, the former 
Prisoner of Zion now living in Jeru- 
salem, reported that Mitterrand had 


The campaign in France.is being 
organized with help from the Israeli 
Association of Immigrants from 
France and North Africa and Gif, 
the main organization of the French 
Jewish community. 

Stem said Soviet Jews are being 
tortured for .the first time since the 
Stalin era and 15 Jews have been 
tried in the past year- more than in 
any year since Stalin’s death. In 
addition, wives of Prisoners of Zion 
have recently been threatened with 
imprisonment if they publicize their 
husbands’ case, he said. 

According to Stem, the wife of 
Yvgeny Kaufman, whose trial was 
due to begin on Rosb Hashana, was 
“dru gg ed by the KGB and forced to 
sign a statement declaring that she 
doesn’t want to go to Israel after 
all." 


The Soviets have granted emigra- 
tion permits to a small number of 
well-known refuseniks like Mark 
Nashpitz to create the false impress- 
ion that they are easing restrictions 
on the eve of the Gorbachev visit to 
Paris and the Reagan-Gorbachev 
summi t in November, Mendelevich 
said. 

One Soviet Jew recently allowed 
to emigrate is Alexander Eteri nan , 
32, who arrived in Israel Wednesday 
with his wife and three children. 
Etenuan, a computer programmer, 
was one of the few Talmud teachers 
in the Soviet Union, though he grew 
up in a secular family. 

Eterman was emotionally re- 
ceived by yeshiva students and by 
fellow olim at the Mevasseret Zion 
Absorption Centre and accompa- 
nied to the Western Wall at 2 a.m.

UK Jews protest 
against arms 
to Arab states

LONDON. - The British Jewish 
Community has added its voice to 
Israeli concerns about two major 
arms deals with Arab states. In a 
letter to Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, the Board of Deputies has 
asked her to take into account their 
“deep concern and genuine un- 
ease." 

An agreement for £27 million 
worth of military equipment des- 
tined for Jordan was signed by 
Thatcher while in Amman earlier 
this week. Saudi Arabia is about to 
buy fighter aircraft worth over £3 
billion from Britain. 

The Board of Deputies referred to 
the “menacing imbalance of arms in 
the area" and suggested to the prime 
minister that a further supply on the 
scale reported could “only tilt this 
balance even further to Israel’s dis- 
advantage.’* 

The Board also reminded Thatch- 
er that Britain still imposes an 
embargo on the sale of amis to 
Israel, it was introduced when Israel 
invaded Lebanon in June 19S2.

Finally, in response to Cohen-

U.SL Soviets face censure vote at nuclear meet 


GENEVA (Reuicr). - More than 50 
nations are seeking what amounts to 
a vote of censure against the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union for their failure 
to comply with pledges made in the 
1968 nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty (NPT). 

Sources said intense efforts were 
under way yesterday to find a com- 
promise to allow the withdrawal of 
three resolutions introduced 
Wednesday night in a move unpre-' 
cedented in the history of the NPT. 

The resolutions, tabled by Mex- 
ican Nobel Peace prize winner 
Alfonso Garcia Robles, call for a 
bait to nuclear test blasts, a freeze on 


tests, production and deployment of 
atomic arms and negotiations start- 
ing this year on a complete test ban 
treaty. 

Passage of any one of the resolu- 
tions, which are to be put to a vote 
today, would represent a harsh cri- 
ticism of the superpowers’ aims con- 
trol record. 

The resolutions target the three 
nuclear powers which have signed 
the NPT - the U.S., the Soviet 
• Union and also Britain. Hie other 
two acknowledged nudear powers, 
France and China, have refused to 
sign the treaty. 

Since the NPT came into force, no 


resolution has ever previously been 
proposed or voted. Instead, the 130 
member states have held to the prin- 
ciple of consensus, under which mo- 
tions have been agreed by all parries 
or dropped. 

The treaty was forged as a. grand 
bargain to prevent more countries 
acquiring nuclear weapons in ex- 
change for help from the nudear 
powers in transferring peaceful ato- 
mic technology. 

But die three nudear signatories 
also pledged to negotiate in good 
faith to halt the nudear arms race 
and work towards disarmament, and 
Garcia Robles has repeatedly ex- 


pressed dismay over what he sees as 
superpower indifference to those 
sections. 

Meanwhile,' the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union began a Iasi round of 
arms control Talks before the super- 
power summit in November with 
prospects of a breakthrough on the 
American Star Wars plan looking 
dim. 


Both rides appeared intransigent 
and each called on the other to make 
a move to break the deadlock over 
President Reagan’s $26-biJlion 
Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI). 
dubbed Star Wars. 


Brandt, Honecker stress German role in preserving peace 


EAST BERLIN ( Reuter). - Former 
West German chancellor Willy 
Brandt and East German leader 
Erich Honecker said yesterday their 
countries bad a special role to play in 
preserving peace in Europe . 

Social Democratic (SPD) opposi- 
tion chairman Brandt, on his first 
visit to East Berlin since resigning 
over a Communist spy scandal II 
years ago, said both countries should 
develop their own initiatives and 
press for disarmament. 

SPD sources said Honecker 


echoed the sentiments in over four 
hours of talks. 

Speaking at a luncheon, Brandt 
said: “The threat to peace no longeT 
originates in the centre of Europe. 
Today's worries are not German but 
European and global. 

“Both states, loyal to their 
alliances, which will exist for* the 
foreseeable future, should see a 
common duty. They should use 
chances presented by their proximity 
' (to each other) and make a contribu- 
tion to replacing the present fruitless 


confrontation... by a partnership of 
security." 

Yesterday’s official Co mmunis t 
press stressed the importance of the 
visit with front page pictures - 

Official treatment of the visit bore 
out optimism expressed in Bonn that 
a new major spy scandal would not 
damage relations. 

However in Bonn, the West Ger- 
man government appeared headed 
for a major crisis over the defection 
of a secretary in Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl’s office following admissions 


that it had refused to have her watch- 
ed. 

The SPD stepped np demands for 
the dismissal of Interior Minister 
Freidridb Zimmerman, responsible 
for internal security, and newspap- 
ers normally friendly to the govern- 
ment joined the demand. 

The Interior Ministry said both 
Zimmerman and Kohl had rejected 
a request by intelligence services to 
put the secretary and her husband 
under surveillance only days before 
they defected to East Germany. 


Argentine prosecutor wants junta leaders jailed for life 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - An 
Argentine prosecutor has demanded 
life imprisonment for five former 
militaiy leaders, saying such sent- 
ences are needed to end 50 years of 
political instability marked by wide- 
spread human rights violations. 

“This is our chance, perhaps our 
last,” federal prosecutor Julio Stras- 
sera said Wednesday, ending a six- 
day summing up of charges against 
nine military leaders who ruled 


Argentina from 1976 to 1982. 

Leading human rights activists 
said the trial of former military lead- 
ers was a landmark in Latin Amer- 
ica, a region plagued by military 
coups and authoritarian regimes that 
have carried out bloody campaigns 
against political opponents. 

Strassera said previous attempts 
to restore peace to Argentina by way 
of violence and amnesties had failed, 
adding that peace must be “based on 


justice.” He ended his summing up 
with the words: “Never again.” 

The nine former junta members 
faced hundreds of charges of mur- 
der, kidnapping, torture, enslave- 
ment, robbery, false testimony and 
concealment in a long trial over the 
disappearance of more than 9,000 
people under military rule. 

Strassera urged the federal 
appeals court to hand down life 
sentences against, former presidents 


Jorge Videla, the army commander 
who led the 1976 military coup, and 
his successor General Roberto 
Viola. 

He also asked for life sentences for 
former junta members Admiral 
Emilio Massera, Brigadier Orlando 
Agosti and Admiral Armando Lam- 
bruschinL 

He asked for sentences ranging 
from 10 to 15 years for the other four 
defendants. 


Pressure mounts on French minister 


PARIS (Reuter). - Defence Minis- 
ter Charles Hemu summoned senior 
military officers yesterday as fresh 
press revelations about the Rainbow 
Warrior affair undermined his forth- 
right denial of official guilt. 

Reliable sources said Hemu can- 
celled a visit to Villeurbanne. the 
town where he is mayor, to demand 
urgent explanations from his milit- 
ary subordinates. 

The newspaper Le Monde said 
Hemu was under heavy pressure 
from President Francois Mitterrand 
and Prime Minister Laurent Fabius 
to speed up the results of his inves- 
tigation. 


The weekly news magazine L' Ex- 
press gave fresh details on the identi- 
ty of two French military frogmen 
alleged to have placed the mines 
which destroyed the Greenpeace 
protest ship Rainbow Warrior in 
Auckland harbour on July 10. 

Mitterrand yesterday ordered 
Fabius to implement a personnel 
shake-up in France’s espionage 
agency. 

In a letter to the premier, Mitter- 
rand noted that the French press was 
uncovering “new elements that we 
cannot appreciate the reality of 
through lack of necessary informa- 
tion from the competent services."

forests. The village is at the base of 
the 2,954-metre Mount Apo, the 
Philippines’ highest mountain. 

The reports said some civilians 
tried to reach the scene September 
14, but turned back “because of the 
terrible stench of decaying human 
flesh.” 

The Manila newspaper Times 
Journal had reported chat the reli- 
gious leader was a man who hacked 
his wife to death before feeding his 
followers porridge laced with insecti- 
cide. But Echeverria said the leader 
was a woman and that she stabbed 
herself to death. 

The newspaper, quoting leaders 
of another tribe that has contact with 


the Atas, said the leader told tribes- 
men . tiiat if they ate the .poisoned 
food they would “see the image of 
God.” 

Some tribes have been converted 
to Christianity, but many continue to 
adhere to their animist beliefs. 

A Davao City spokesman said the 
Atas, one of many Filipino minority 
tribes, are known as “very peaceful 
people” who wear loincloths, eat 
root crops and hunt animals with 
bows and arrows. 

He said there are about 200 Ata 
tribesmen livingin mountain villages 
that are pan of Davao City. He said 
most of those not involved in the 
reported suicide have come under 
the influence of Protestant or 
Seventh Day Adventist missionar- 
ies. 


Gaddafi predicts revolutions 
unless Arabs form one state 


KUWAIT (Reuter). - Libyan leader 
Mnammar Gaddafi said in an inter- 
view published here yesterday that 
the Arab world faced widespread 
revolution unless it adopted his plans 
for a single Arab state . 

Gaddafi, who has long cam- 
paigned for a unifi ed Arab state, told 
the Kuwait daily al-Qabas that its 
presidency would rotate among 
leaders of the member-nations. 

Failure to achieve this “would 
lead to a rebel revolution and dis- 
order throughout the Arab world,” 
he said. 

Gaddafi, who with Syria, Leba- 
non, Algeria and South Yemen 
boycotted a meeting of Arab leaders 
in Morocco last month; dismissed 
Arab summits as incapable of solv- 
ing major problems. 


He also attacks reconciliation 
committees set up by the Morocco 
meeting to try to iron out differences 
between Arab League members be- 
fore another sununit scheduled for 
November. “The reconciliation 
efforts do not work,” he said. 

One committee, composed of 
Saudi Arabia and T unis ia, was 
assigned to study Syria's differences 
with Jordan, Iraq and the PLO. The 
other, made up of the United Arab 
Emirates, Morocco and Mauritania, 
was to examine Libya’s relations 
with Iraq and the PLO. 

Gaddafi denounced an accord be- 
tjveen Jordan and the PLO to work 
jointly for a solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, saying the only solu- 
tion to the Pales tinian issue was to 
fight Israel. 


Leave Prince WiDiani alone, palace asks 


LONDON (AP). - Prince Charles 
and Princess Diana have asked the 
British news media to make the 
schooldays of their firstborn child 
Prince William as normal as possi- 
ble, it was reported yesterday. 

William, who was three years old 
on June 21, starts school on Tues- 
day. 

ft is assumed the school is near his 
western England country home at 
Higbgrove, Gloucestershire, but the 
school has not so far been publicly 


identified by Buckingham Palace.

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South Africans 
due to discuss 
police methods

JOHANNESBURG. - The 
methods used by the South African 
police in combatting the unrest in the 
blade townships are due io be de- 
bated at the Transvaal Provincial 
Congress of the ruling National Par- 
ty, which begins this morning. 

The tough police methods have 
come in for strong criticism, includ- 
ing from Afrikaner circles. A vague- 
ly worded resolution before the con- 
gress maintains that police activities 
are not compatible with the govern- 
ment’s reformist posture. 

The congress could also see the 
announcement of further reforms by 
President P. W. Botha, who is due to 
address its opening sesrion this 
morning. At the previous provincial 
congress in the Orange Free State 
last week, Botha announcedxhat the 
government intended restoring the 
South African citizenship of millions 
of blacks who lost their citizenship 
when “independence" was granted 
to four black homelands. 

The final provincial congress will 
be held in Cape Town next weekend. 
Observers believe that Botha's pro- 
nouncements at the four congresses, 
which opened with the Natal Con- 
gress last month, will constitute the 
corpus of his. reformist philosophy. 

The citizenship announcement 
last week plus the report of the 
high-level President’s Council which 
called for the scrapping of the influx 
control system have gone a long way 
towards burying the rigid apartheid 
practised by National Party govern- 
ments since 1948. However, the bru- 
tality of the police in the townships 
and the wide-scale detentions under 
the state of emergency have tended 
to distract attention from the gov- 
ernment's reformist moves. 

In a bold attempt to stimulate 
negotiations between the races, the 
Progressive Federal Party, the offi- 
cial white opposition, will launch the 
Convention Alliance in Johannes- 
burg tomorrow. The purpose of the 
convention is to canvass support for 
a national convention to negotiate 
South Africa's constitutional future. 

The first meeting tomorrow is ex- 
pected to be attended by some 150 
people, representing a broad spec- 
trum of churchmen, businessmen 
and black community leaders. It is 
supported by the Inkatha Movement 
of Kwa-Zulu leader Gatsha 
Butheiezi. 

The alliance lacks the support of 
the United Democratic Front and 
the Azanian Peoples Organization, 
the two main black political group- 
ings that function legally. . 


Greece protests to 
Soviets over spying 


ATHENS (Reuter). - The Greek 
government, which announced this 
week that two civilians bad been 
charged with spying for Moscow and 
a naval officer was being questioned, 
said yesterday it had protested to the 
Soviet Union over the affair. 

But a government spokesman 
played - down the long-term implica- 
tions of the case for Greek-Soviet 
relations, which have grown wanner 
since a Socialist government came to 
power in 1981. 

Two electronics experts were 
charged Wednesday with spying for 
the Soviet Union, and a lieutenant- 
commander has been arrested as a 
posable spy following the recent 
defection to Washington of a Soviet 
diplomat here, Sergei Bokhane. 

The spokesman said a senior 
Greek diplomat protested to the 
Soviet charge d’affaires over the spy 
cases.

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URI LUBRANI can see nothing 
good coming out of Lebanon in the 
immediate future. And, be believes, 
Lebanon will be on Israel’s agenda 
- “for a long tune to come. ” 

“Our dilemma remains how to 
fend for ourselves with the absolute 
minimum loss of life and economic 
resources,” says the government’s 
co-ordinator of policy towards Leba- 
non.

“What is cer- 
tain is its inevitability. The 1982 war 
in Lebanon accelerated a process 
that was already underway.” The 
PLO exploited the absence of a 
strong central government in order 
toset up its own mini-state within the 
confines of legitimate Lebanon.”

THIS PERCEPTION of the unre- 
solved nature of the prime Sbi'ite 
organization was of considerable im- 
portance, given the context of the 
Amal spokesmen’s demand that 
Israel should leave the security of 
South Lebanon in its hands. As 
Lubrani says: “We ask which Amal 
they are referring to. for the Sbi’ite 
organization speaks in a number of 
voices. 

“The decisive difference between 
Berri and his rivals is that he can 
phone his Damascus masters and 
obtain their backing.” 

Lubrani goes on to refer to the 
other Shi’ite splinter groups, such as 
Jundillah (Soldier of God) and Jihad 
Islami (Islam’s holy war) - the lat- 


fickle game of manipulating events 
in his community’s interests, it com- 
prises only 6 to 7 per cent of the 
population, but Jumblatt has suc- 
ceeded in maneuvering his Druse 
followers into a position of power, 
transcending by far their true weight 
in the country. 

“He knew how to maximize the 
strategic advantages of the Druse 
region. It is the key to the land 
connection to Damascus, dominat- 
ing as it does the north -south axis 
and controlling the access to the 
Mediterranean and the approaches 
to Beirut. When Jumblatt wants to 
remind the Christians of his exist- 
ence, he lobs a shell or two into 
Juniya,” he remarks drily. 


HE SPEAKS of the Christian com- 
munity having come down in the 
world, with reports emerging from 
their centres indicating, profound 

power. Trtie position' of President 
Amin Jemayel, in particular, is 
shrouded in question marks. 

When I mention the impact of the 
renewed wave of attacks on Christ- 
ian strongholds and the horrendous 
number erf civilian casualties, Lubra- 
ni talks of die fantastic resilience of 
the Christians. 

But Lubrani notes that no one has 
recently conducted a census of the 
relative size of each community, nor 
has anyone gone to the trouble of 
keeping a tally of casualty figures: 
“No one knows how many people 
have died in the years of dvfl war,” 
he says. 

As to the Sbi'ite community, Lub- 
ram spoke of the decline in influence 
of its traditional leadership drawn 
from the feudal families, who prefer- 
red to spendthieir wealth as absentee 
landlords of their fiefdoms either in 
Beirut, or preferably on the French 
Riviera. 

The quiet revolution that has 
t aken place among what bad been 
regarded as. the poor masses of 
Lebanese society is the most signifi- 
cant development in recent years. 

The situation altered irrevocably 
with the emergence in the early 7 £te 
of Tmam Musa Sadr, who became 
the lay-leader of a great populist 
movement by virtue of his ability to

the involvement of his disciples in ' 
bloody terrorist attacks. 

According to Lubrani, Beni’s 
power - he is a minis ter in the 
Lebanese cabinet - derives from the 
fact that he is a protege of Damas- 
cus. “After all,” he reminds me, “it 
was to Beni that President Assad 
recently handed over those 35 tanks. 
That confers a meaningful increase 
in power by Lebanese standards. 

“But I should add that the con- 
tinuous infighting in Amal leaves the 
question open as to which faction 
will win the upper hand. Berri is not 
unchallenged as the leader of Amal, 
and he has many enemies within the 
organization. 

“A dear indication of turmoil 
lurking below the surface is the fact 
that they’ve avoided holding internal 
elections in order to avert confronta- 
tion. So it would be premature to 
regard Amal as a solidly regimented 
organization.” 


ter’s relationship to Hezbollah was 
that of the Black September group to 
the PLO. 

The prime difference between 
Amal and the other Shi'ite armed 
factions was that the latter are most- 
ly armed, inspired, trained and fi- 
nanced by Iran. Then there is also 
Libyan involvement - always on the 
side of the trouble-makers. 

" Iran, says Lubrani, is using these 
Shi’ite militias as a means of extend- 
ing its influence: “They regard the 
Shi’ites in Lebanon as a major man- 
ifestation of the successful exporta- 
tion of the ayatollah’s revolution,” 
he says. “After all, it’s the only place 
where they have made headway. For 
example, that was certainly not the 
case among the Shi'ites of Iraq.” 

ISRAEL’S CHIEF Lebanon watch- 
er returns to the emergence of Druse 
leader Walid Jumblatt who has de- 
monstrated a virile and capable lead- 
ership: “He’s shown himself a mas- 
ter in a clever, dangerous and highly 
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Obviously, the Druse warlord can 
never forget how the Syrians mur- 
dered his father when he was insuffi- 
ciently responsive to their interests. 
Hence , Jumblatt’s great care in deal- 
ing with Damascus - the present 
abode of his wife and son. 

Not all Druse interests coincide 
with those of Syria, which explains 
“Jumblatt's delicate and dangerous 
maneuvering. 

“I might add," says Lubrani, “that 
in my view he has been greatly 
underestimated in the world.” 

Can Israel do business with Jumb- 
latt? "We cannot do business with 
anyone so dependent on Damascus 
and its goodvAn," he replies. 

And what of the prospects for 
cantonization, so fervently advo- 
.cated by members of the various 
Lebanese communities? In Lubra- 
m’s view, this is happening as a 
matter of feet, although he cannot 
say whether it will be accorded uni- 
versal legitimacy. 

Id effect, he points out, the notion 
of dividing the country into auton- 
omous cantons contradicts the in- 
terests of the Shi’ites. 

AS TO THE SHAPE of South Leba- 
non, Lubrani refers to the ongoing 
struggle between Amal and the - 


other Shi'ite groups, with Hezbollah 
and the like seeking to subvert Ant- 
al's efforts to maintain law and order 
in the south. He enunciates Israel’s 
position: “We will have to wait and 
see how the fight resolves itself,” 
adding: ’Tor our part, we would like 
to believe that the common sense of 
local people will be a dicisive factor 
in keeping the extremists at bay. " 

Lubrani regards the fighting be- 
tween Amal and the Hezbollah and 
its allies in Baalbek and elsewhere as 
“a micro-manifestation of a macro- 
situation.” But he is quick to add: 
“Nobody wins in Lebanon.” 

As for the PLO, he speaks of an 
all-out effort to return to its former 
positions and, at the same time, of 
Syria's conceited endeavours to pre- 
vent any increase in Yasser Arafat's 
constituency in the refugee camps. 

Hie Syrians, as he sees it, “are 
doing all they can to assist those 
opposing Arafat, hence the streng- 
thening of Amal, ‘tanks and .all, 
''Which provide' Bern’s ‘militia with 
■ the wherewithal ^liquidate as many 
followers of Arafat as possible." 

By the same token, Arafat is 
mobilizing all of his resources in a 
desperate drive to restore his pre- 
June 1982 strength in Lebanon. He 
wishes to be in a position to serve 
notice on King Hussein that be is not 
totally dependent on Jordan for the 
PLO’s political and military bases 
adjoining Israel. 

BUT FOR ALL of Assad's passion- 
ate hatred for Arafat, Lubrani does 
not rule out the possibility that both 
protagonists could perform one of 
those dramatic somersaults that 
occur in modem Arab politics and 
effect a rapprochement. After all, 
did not Arafat and Hussein reach out 
to each other across rivers of blood 
14 years after the Hashemite 
monarch unleashed his Beduin 
Army on Arafat’s followers. 

(The interview was conducted 
prior to the meetings between Syrian 
and Jordanian officials in Saudi Ara- 
bia and Damascus.) 

Squaring up to the presence of 
Syria, Lubrani declares that 
“Syria’s present open and direct in- 
volvement in attacks on Israel’s 
security zone in Lebanon is the 
prime cause for Israel's continuing 
apprehension about Damascus's de- 
signs against Israeli security.” 

Endorsing the warnings by De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin about 
Syria, Lubrani speaks tersely of “ex- 
pecting little solace from Syria.” 

Finally, he is most sceptical of any 
physical re-involvement of Syria in

DESPITE this week’s cabinet crisis 
over Taba. that incurable optimist. 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres has 
reason to be pleased as the new year 
gets off to a good start for him 
personally. The polls confirm his 
constant national popularity, and 
more satisfyingly for him, a compari- 
son with his predecessors’ ratings 
shows that he's beaten them in their 
heyday on the charts. % 

Apart from Peres’s being picked 
as "Man of the Year" by diverse 
sections of the media like Haolam 
Hazeh magazine and Galei Zahal's 
annual poll of the country’s editors, 
Hanocfa Smith reports that 62 per 
cent of those asked find that Peres's 
performance is more than satisfac- 
tory in comparison with his immedi- 
ate’ predecessor. Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
who had a 49 per cent rating at the 
height of his popularity. Even 
Menacbem Begin when premier nev- 
er went beyond the 65 per cent mark, 
keeping to an average of 50 per cent 
and hitting 35 per cent at his nadir. 
I'm also reminded that 62 per cent is 
President Ronald Reagan’s rating 
with his adoring fellow Americans. 

WHILE President Chaim Herzog 
spent Rosh Hash ana with his family 
at their Herzliya home, praying at 
his usual synagogue, both Peres and 
Shamir stayed in Jerusalem, meeting 
for the festival eve service at the 
Great Synagogue. Peres re- 
appeared for the morning prayers 
(Shamir was not there), and the 
Labour leader stayed for the entire 
service. On his way home just 
around the corner, Peres took the 
trouble to pop across the road to 
greet the Ethiopian immigrants still 
on strike against the chief rabbin- 
ate's strictures. Peres also managed 
a visit to Shlomo Argov, invalided 
since the 1982 terrorist assassination 
attempt when he was ambassador to 
London. 

These are those, of coarse, who see 
in Peres's new-found piety not only 
his recognition of his duties as leader 
of the Jewish people, but as yet 
another part of his ardent courtship 
of the religious parties. Many of his 
fellow Labourites think he went a bit 
too far in pressing Ramat Gan 
Mayor Uri Amit to dose down his 
football stadium. The latter, after all 
- it's argued - knows he Has little 
chance of re-election and his pros- 
pects of a Knesset seat have thus 
improved. These Labour dissenters 


wonder whether Peres hasn’t taken 
too much for granted his own consti- 
tuency, some of whom might punish 
his party by opting for the Gtizens 
Rights Movement next time. 

THEY’RE saying that the prime 
ideological prindple which Shamir 
constantly says he won’t budge on is 
"What will Arik say?” Well, maybe 
Shamir should worry about staying 
in business with all the sympathy he’s 
getting from Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon. Perhaps 
that’s why he was in such a hurry to 
jump on the bandwagon of Yitzhak 
Rabin sternly warning Syria, 
although the defence minister had 
already ditched it. People are 
wondering why such a sober analyst 
as Rabin sounded such a loud alarm, 
only to devote the rest of the week to 
climbing down off the limb he’d 
pitched himself onto. 

Recent visitors to the Defence 
Ministry compound in the Tel Aviv 
Kirya wonder who's in charge, in 
view of the heavily littered forecourt 
around the Shekemit canteen just 
before the entrance to Rabin’s 
offices. That, combined with seeing 
soldiers wearing sneakers, reminded 
me of the strictures of Herzog when 
an MK that such IDF sloppiness 
might well extend to badly main- 
tamed weapons. Some think that 
Grief of General Staff Modte Levy 
might look around more often. 

WHETHER it was a taste of Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i’s neo- 
conservatism or jnst inter- 
departmental squabbling between 
him and Health Minister Mordechai 
(Motta) Got, the sight of incurable 
aged invalids being trundled be- 
tween hospitals deeply offended 
most of us. Some of the country’s 
eminent scholars, led by fourth pres- 
ident Ephraim Katidr and the presi- 
dent of the National Academy of 
Sciences, Prof. Ephraim Urbach, 
issued a protest on the eve of Rosh 
Hashana. However, nary a squeak 
came from any of our rabbis as 
compassion, the tradition of rach- 
rrumut, got lost somewhere in the 
rabbinical bureaucracy. 

HEAD of the Union of Local Au- 
thorities and Petah Tikva Mayor Dov 
Tavori is off to Brazil at the head of a 
delegation to the international union 
of local authorities. Tavori is re- 
portedly in shock after Interior 
Ministry Director-General H»n" 
Kubersky decided not to go.

RABIN’S popular spokesman, Nab- 
man Shai, is set to move to the Army 
Radio network to become its com- 
mander next month, replacing Aluf- 
Mishne Ron Beo-Yfehai, who is re- 
turning to Israel TV and taking a 
consultative job with Time maga- 
zine. 

Histadrut circles are furious to 
learn that $5,000 is transferred to 
the Di amon d Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation each month from Moda’i’s 
office in payment for borrowing Tat- 
Aluf (Res.) Zvi Shor to counsel the 
finance minister on how to cut back 
public spending, especially in de- 
fence. 

Asher Weiner will quit at the 
month’s end as director-general of 
the Housing Ministry after seven 
years on the job. He’s going to head 
the WZO aliya desk in London. Two 
other Herutniks are mentioned as 
likely successors: Amidar chairman 
Yehosbua Davidovifch and ministry 
planning division bead Eitan Soroka. 


LABOUR’S dovish lobby was flab- 
bergasted to hear that the retirement 
sweetener of Histadrut Treasurer 
Natan Ahnosfino will be the chair- 
manship of the projected Jewisb- 
Arab friendship promotion centre at 
the party college in Beit Berl. Their 
reaction was due to super-hawk 
Aimos lino's total disinterest in the 
subject to date. IBs wife. Deputy 
Health Minister Shoshana ArbeE- 
Almoslino, is the leading Labour 
lobbyist for clemency for members 
of the Gush Emunim terror under- 
ground. I gather that Almoslino in- 
sisted on such a cosy landing pad 
when Histadrut Secretary-General 
YisradKessar began talking of shak- 
ing up the top federation apparatch- 
iks. He sought to emulate Kessaris 
predecessor, Yeroham Meshel, who 
built the Pinhas La von Institute 
which he now heads. 


AS OUR authorities readied them- 
selves for the forthcoming visit of 
West German President Richard von 
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Weizsaecker, his chancellor, Helmut 
KofaL preferred him a travelling pre- 
sent in the form of an unfriendly 
Rosh Hashana message to Ger- 
many's Jews. Kohl chose to criticize 
“the noisy tones” of dissent accom- 
panying his visit to the Waffen SS 
graves in Bitburg along with Presi- 
dent Reagan. The German Jewish 
community boycotted that visit. 
Kohl also (hose in his Rosh Hashana 
message to remind Jews that Ger- 
many both "favoured the Palesti- 
nians' right to self-determination 
and Israel’s right to final security.” It 
now emerges that the next German 
ambassador to Israel, Wilhelm Hus, 
had a Jewish mother. His father was 
sacked from the German foreign 
service when the Nazis came to pow- 
er; the family survived the Third 
Reich in the Far East. 

Meanwhile, the association of the 
"Mengele twins” - Netzah - gave a 
special farewell party at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton to the outgoing German 
Ambassador Niels Hansen with 
whom they established close rela- 
tions since the public trial against 
Mengele earlier this year. 

-Hie new U.S. ambassador, Tho- 
mas Pickering, is working at high 
speed to get acquainted with our top 
people, having already established a 
dose rapport with Premier Peres, 
whom he met seven times in the 
course of three weeks. I gather that 
they'll make a habit of weekly meet- 
ings. 

New Jersey-born Pickering has a 
more formal style than that of his 
Texan predecessor, Leris, 

who was on first-name terms with 
everyone. The new ambassador’s 
wife, Alice, announced, "I've no 
intention of competing with Sallte 
Lewis. We're quite different and 
take an interest in different things.” 
She said this while making her debut 
at the reception held for diplomatic 
wives by the foreign minister’s wife, 
Shuinmit Shamir, on the eve of Rosh 
Hashana. A librarian by profession, 
Mrs. Pickering and her husband will 
continue to interest themselves in 
archeology. However, she has no 
plans to learn Hebrew at this stage, 
something which her hubbie has be- 
gan studying. 

EIGHTY-FIVE years after Ben- 
y amin Ze’ev Theodor Herd drew 
up his will and testament, the WZO 
Executive has resolved to honour his 
last wish and alter the inscription on 
the gravestone on Mount Herzl. At 


present the black basalt stone only 
bears the name Henri- In March 1977 
the cabinet resolved to carry out his 

last wish and also inscribe the names 

of his parents, Jacob and Jeanette, 
and the dates of his birth and death. 
However, only eight years later did 
WZO/Jewish Agency chairman 
Arye Dulzin make a move at the 
behest of President Hexzog. 

JERUSALEM real estate man Yona 
iu««i*i is a happier person these 
days since an American Jewish Gon- 
gress delegation, led by AJC presi- 
dent Ted Mainly came from Amman 
with renewed hope that his 24-year- 
old son Zachary is alive. Zachary 
was declared missing-in -action dur- 
ing the Lebanon War. The Baumels 
came on aliya 15 years ago from 
Brooklyn. . 

Baumel told me that Wall Street 
lawyer Leon Charney, here on a 
visit, has agreed to represent him in 
his struggle to find Zachary and 
bring him home. Charney wQl fly to 
Atlanta to mobilize ex-president 
Jimmy Carter in using bis connec- 
tion with Arab leaders on the 
youngster’s behalf. He trill also be 
going to Vienna to draft former 
chancellor Bruno Kreisky to employ 
his contacts with PLO leaders in the 
same caqse. 

Two of our more prolific astrolo- 
gers are engaged in a star war over 
political prospects for the new year. 
Both Herd lifthitz and Dan Pecker 
see war in 1986, with either Syria or 
Jordan, but differ on the month. 
While at odds over the economy, 
they both predict elections next sum- 
mer, but refrain from saying who’ll 
win. Looking abroad, both star- 
gazers predict that Reagan wifi quit 
in 1986, with Vice President George 
Bush taking over. 

WILL TRAVEL - Have No Lan- 
guage: Even Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Ronnie MQo is embarrassed by 
the woeful performances on foreign 
soil of travel-hungry MKs. who 
speak no other language, particular- 
ly fellow Likudmks like Deputy 
Knesset Speaker Mefr Cohen- 
Avidov and Pessah Grupper.

KNESSET Speaker SMomo HUW 
drove down from Jerusalem to Or 
Yehuda to attend the reception 
given to honour his newly-published 
memoirs on his days in the Iraqi 
Zionist underground, given by fel- 
low underground fighter and former 
cabinet minister Mordechai Ben- 
Porat at the Iraqi Jewish Heritage 
Centre which he heads. There to 
reminisce with them were survivors * 
of the Aliya Bet "illegal" immigra- 
tion, as well as Rabin and Police 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev. 

Millions of Americans will from 
next month view a new TV weekly 
programme named Good Evening 
Israel, beamed from Herzliya TV' 
studios by E-Star, a joint venture of 
General Satellite Corporation 
(GSC) and Wold Communications 
of Los Angeles.

THE 10 DAYS of Repentance start 
with Rosh Hashana and end with 
Yom Kippur. The Sabbath between 
them is Shobbat Teshuva, the Sab- 
bath of Repentance, or Shobbat Shu- 
va, the Sabbath of Return - the 
prophetic reading for this Sabbath 
starts with the words shuva-Yisrael, 
“Return O Israel” (Hosea 14). ' 

Teshuva is commonly connected 
with sin and atonement. While re- 
pentance or return is a prerequisite 
for atonement - and, therefore, 
stressed on the days before Yom 
Kippur, the day of atonement - 
teshuva in itself constitutes a basic 
idea in Judaic thought. 

At the end of Yom Kippur, fol- 
lowing a full day of fasting, prayer 
and supplication, we are presumably 
purified of our sins. Yet, before we 
leave the synagogue, we rerite, as we 
do thrice dally: “Return us our 
father... Blessed art thou who is 
pleased with repentance.” There is 
no new sin yet, but there is already 
mention of return and repentance. 

In fact, teshuva is considered a 
positive commandment, indepen- 


dent of sin. If one can imagine a 
person who has perfectly fulfilled the 
612 other precepts, this person 
would still be obliged to perform the 
613th: teshuva. 

The concept of returning as an 
integral part of die divine-human 
relationship appears, in. the Tora. 
Within 10 verses in Deuteronomy 
(30:1-10), it appears in various fo rms 
no less than seven times. There, it is 
not only man, but also God that 
turns and returns several times. But 
the process itself is not at all dear. 

We do know that teshuva is firmly 
tied up with geula, redemption and 
that it is acted out mutually by both 
man and God. 

This idea is echoed in many of the 
utterances regarding teshuva by the 
prophets of Israel. It also inspired 
the rabbis in the Midrash to portray 
an ongoing “debate” between the 
prophets. Zacharia (1:3) and 
Maiachi (3:7) quote God as saying, 
“Return unto me and I will return 
unto you.” Jeremia, on the other 
hand, backs Israel when they ask 
God: “Turn thou us unto thee, O

Lord, and we shall be turned” (La- 
mentations 5:21). 

That teshuva will eventually trans- 
pire is sure; in the meantime there is 
a stalemate as each waits for the 
other to take the first step forward. 

THE RABBIS understood teshuva 
as the channel of communication 
between God and man. They went 
even further, suggesting that teshuva 
was among the things that were 
created prior to the creation of the 
world, because the world could not 
have existed without it (TB Pesahim 
54a). 

Even before sin existed, there had 
to be the possibility to err. Teshuva 
tells us that we were not created to 


The Action Committee

About a month ago, the committee to aid the Ethiopian Jews in their struggle came into bring. The committee's 
activities were suspended for a while because it seemed at the time that a solution had been found at the 
meeting between the Prime Minister and the Chief Rabbis. Xt now turns out that the meeting produced no 
tangible results. The Chief Rabbinate did not budge from its position, while the Ethiopian olim, with no other 
co -rse open to them, are sitting in strike opposite the Hechai Shlomo building. 

The Action Committee on Behalf of Ethiopian Jewry, together with others, has helped ameliorate somewhat the 
strikers’ physical plight, bat this is not enough. More aid will be needed. The committee has sent a letter to the 
Government of Israel as follows: 

We Hang our heads in shatne at the plight of our brethren, immigrants from 
Ethiopia. Saving this remnant of Jewry, bringing it to Israel, and its absorption in 
the country, were meant to be the most clearcut proof of the multi-faceted aspects 
of the Jewish people and the clearest denial of the alleged racism inherent in 
ourselves and in our national, religious heritage. This magnificent Zionist 
endeavour has now been besmirched. 

The various Israeli governments are the ones who brought the Ethiopian Jews to 
Israel under the most trying circumstances and after many had fallen victim en 
route. 

The Government of Israel, official standard bearer of the Zionistcause, is obligated 
to allow the absorption of this community as Jews in the fullest sense, inline with 
their traditions and history. 

We call upon the government to exert all its powers to remove every obstacle to 
the total integration of Ethiopian Jewry in the homeland for which they yearned 
these thous ands of years. We are certain that the people of Israel will not rest until 
the suffering of the Jews of Ethiopia comes to an end, and their self pride has been 
restored.

be mind less infallib le automats, but 
rather human beings liable to make 
mistakes and able to “return” for a 
second chance. 

In every generation, from the 
times of the Tora and prophets to 
our own, there have been con- 
tinuous attempts to understand 
teshuva. Many thinkers have ex- 
plored the theological, philosophic- 
al, psychological, sociological, legal 
andjjractical aspects of return. 

Where does a person return to? 
How can one correct today that 
which happened yesterday? How 
does a transformation of personality 
take place? Whence do we draw the 
power for renewal? 

From the misbnaic and talmudic 
period, through the times of Saadia 
and Maimonides, musar and haa- 
dim. Kook and Soloveitchik, rabbis 


have written long treatises on the 
subject. 

They all agree that teshuva is, in 
the words of Martin Buber, “the 
n ame given to die act of decision in 
its ultimate intensification. It de- 
notes Jhe decisive tunjing, point in* 
person's life'.' when the ^wiU to deci- 
sion awakens, the cover of routine 
life bursts open and primal forces 
break through, storming heaven- 
ward.” 

But they will perhaps not all agree 
that this “decisive turning point” 
comes about by will alone. 

What they would probably also 
not agree on is the way one handles 
that ‘'turning point” after it has 
occurred. Buber interprets it with 
flowery phrases, saying, “In the man 
who returns, creation begins anew; 
in his renewal; the substance of the 
world is renewed.” 

Most Jewish thinkers would re- 
quire much more than general “re- 
newal.” Teshuva for them is rather a 
long and arduous process of change 
of heart, mind, and way of life. 

THE LAWS of teshuva codified by 
Maiiiioflides are considered to this day 
as tiie leading guide for woukfberetur- 
nees. Written in die 13th century, 


they have since been embellished 
with many commentaries and philo- 
sophical reflections (an example is 
my book, Soloveitchik on Repent- 
ance). 

Maimonides follows the frill pro- 
cess of repentance which, according 
to'liim, ’con&sts bf thrde ’stages: 
These were “cutely’.’ summed up by 
Professor Irving (Yitz) Greenberg as 
the “three R’s” of repentance: re- 
gret, a feeling of sorrow over the 
past; rejection, that is to stop doing 
the wrong thing, because no good 
intention wifi count if one continues 
in his wrongdoings; resolution, i.c. a 
strong determination and ongoing 
effort to structure new behaviour. 

In o drown days, we are witnessing 
not only the teshuva of many indi- 
viduals, but die emergence of the 
teshuva movement. This kind of 
movement had been anticipated by 
many' Jewish vision ay thinkers as 
part of the process of redemption 
marked by toe return of the Jewish 
people to their homeland (for some, 
this return is the authentic meaning 
of teshuva). 

The emergence of this teshuva 
movement cannot, however, be 
taken without mixed feelings. Some- 
times the open manifestation of this 


turning makes one wonder if it had 
not taken a wrong turn. Teshuva 
means, according to all Judaic 
sources, a return to God. the healing 
of alienation from oneself and one's 
people. Rejecting a certain wav of 
life, makes one ran as far away from 
it im possible. If the running is not in 
a circular direction bringing one 
back to himself, it is not teshuva in 
the sense of returning. 

Where do some of our better 
known ba'alei teshuva (returnees) 
return to? To Mea Shearim or the 
shted where they have not been 
before? To further more pro- 
nounced alienation from their own 
people and families? 

The Jewish people went a long 
way towards teshuva, returning to 
its land, its language and to indepen- 
dent nationhood. There are those 
who fear that running away from all 
this, back to the lifestyle of pre- 
Zionist and pre -State gafut existence 
represents just that, running away, 
and is short of real teshuva. 

The Tora portion read this week is 
Va-yelekh (Deuteronomy 31:1-30). The 
haftara is Shuva Israel (Hosea 14). Rabbi 
Pelt is professor of Jewish thought and 
literature, Ben-Gurion University of the 
Negev.

THE DEBUT of Andrea Katz ac- 
quainted us with a young pianist of 
most promising talent and personal- 
ity. The talent was obvious in the 
various works demanding different 
attitudes to style and form; the per- 
sonality seemed subdued, if not sup- 
pressed. Over-restrained interpreta- 
tions of the Scarlatti Sonatas (K.193 
and 24) and the Beethoven Varia- 
tions may have been doe to zealous 
self-control concentrating on tech- 
nical execution primarily - it could 
also be the reflection of the inten- 
tional approach of an inexperienced 
person with teen-age illusions aboot 
life, resalting in a romantic concep- 
tion of everything. As Andrea Katz 
showed occasionally both physical 
strength and temperament in the 
course of the recital, her further 
development may be watched with 
great interest. A more aggressive 
approach should produce interesting 
and stimulating performances. 

Acoustics in the YMCA Auditor- 
nan are not kind to pianos - too 
much reverberation adversely 
effects clarity of the instrument's 
sound, and the dark and grim hall, 
not to speak of the traffic noises 
penetrating from outside, is not con- 
ducive to full enjoyment of music. 
One wishes to hear Andrea Katz 
again soon under more propitious 
circumstances and to listen undis- 
tracted to the pleasure of this young 
artist’s playing.

PIANO RECITAL BY ANDREI GAVRILOV. 
Afl Chopin p rogramm e; tear hottnflnn at*ui 
etudes; Sonata No. 2 in B flat minor. Op. 35. 

ONLY RARELY does one encoun- 
ter an artist who treats the composer 
and the text with such disrespect as 
Andrei Gavrilov did. This reviewer, 
unable to detect anything making 
musical sense or creating logical con- 
sequence, was almost inclined to 
define Gavrilov’s performance as 
arbitrary. 

His virtuosity is saturated with 
clouds of wrong notes. And Gavrilov 
shows an inexplicable insusceptibil- 
ity to text, form, mood, expression, 
etc. He can explode in a cascade of 
runs and bombastic chordal succes- 
sions, and then reduce lyrical sec- 
tions to an alm ost inaudible pianissi- 
mo and undo them with strange 
rhythmical distortions. Nowhere did 
we find any soundness, character of 
personal, creative approach. There 
seemed to be no mental effort at ail. 

We can bnt deplore the most un- 
pleasant mannerism that characte- 
rizes his performance. We were told 
that his pianism characterizes the 
modem Soviet school. I doubt it very 
much.

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• COUNTRY’S economic diffi- 
culties have forced the Israel De- 
fence Forces to reduce its manpower 
.and materiel and this has necessi- 
tated an adjustment in overall 
strategic thinking, the man in charge 
of the IDFs training and doctrine 
Aluf (Maj.-Geo.) Yosef Peled, told 
The Jerusalem Post in an interview. 

The reduction in forces has 
brought Israel to a situation compa- 
rable with that which prevailed be- 
. fore the Six Day War, when the * 
borders were closer to the main 
population centres. The defensive 
posture was based on quick response 
and included strategic concepts such 
as initiated wars and pre-emptive 
strikes, says Peled. . 

The cuts in the defence budget 
have been deep and widespread, and 
have severely affected training and 
resources and reduced the number 
of men under arms. The EDF now 
has to-work with a shorter fuse, says 
the general. 

“What do I mean by ‘short fuse’ ”? 
A large regular army allows the State 
of Israel more time and room to 
maneuver to make the decision to 
call up die reserves. If there is an 
exercise on the other side of the 
border, this does not immediately 
necessitate calling up the reserves. A 
large regular army can deal with 
immediate threats. If the regular 
army gets smaller your room for 
maneuver is reduced. Every case of 
border tension means you have to 
call up units.” 

However, says Peled, there was 
no alternative to reducing the forces, 
and the IDF had to face up to the 
problem. If, . because of economic 
considerations, the army had to cut 
is forces, this had to be accompanied 
by a comprehensive defence 
strategy. 

On the eve of the Six Day War, 
Israel's borders were narrow, and 
the army was small. It was deter- 
mined at the time that enemy con- 
centrations on the border would be 
unacceptable. The war extended the 
borders and removed . the threat of 
enemy armies m terms of the centre 
of the country. The army also grew 
in size. Defence conceptions 
changed, becoming much more - 


RACIAL PREJUDICE is like a 
virus: Some people seem to have a 
natural immunity; others are ex- 
tremely susceptible. 

‘4 Racism, according to the experts, 
is fed by environmental influences - 
the home, the street, the classroom, 
the workplace. No one can pinpoint 
exactly where the germ is contracted 
or how long it takes to start showing 
symptoms. 

Bigoted parents can, and do, pro- 
duce, .liberal-minded children; and 
conversely the most openiminded 
men can sire -offspring who eadbibit 
intense prejudices. 

Just as it is difficult to trace the 
cause of such bigotry to a single 
source, it is difficult to effect a single 
cure:. "There is no panacea,” says 
Education and Culture Minister Yit- 
zhak Navon, who has made educa- 
tion for democracy and coexistence 
the focal point of the education net- 
\ work. 

* Born and raised here before the 
establishment of the state, and him- 
self a fluent Arabic speaker, Navon 
has long been an ardent advocate of 
better relations between Jews and 
Arabs. 

Where did he learo to love his 
neighbour as hims elf?In his father’s 
house. Growing up during the Brit- 
ish Mandate, the young Navon had 
been told by his father: “The Turks 
were here — and they left. The En- 
glish will leave, too. Only we and the 
Arabs will stay. This is a reality 
which cannot be changed.” 

Recognition of a common destiny 
*3&i was only one step towards coexist- 
i ence. Navon also took the trouble to 
study Arab culture - to know his 
; neighbour in terms of history, reli- 


Post Defence Reporter Avi Hoffmann talks to Yosef Peled, the IDFs head of training 
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YOSEF PELED was bom in 1941 in Belgium 
during foe Nazi occupation. His parents were 
deported to a concentration camp, where fas 
father was murdered. 

He was saved by a Christian family, which 
raised him until he was six. His mother survived 
the Nazi camps, and he was reunited with her after 
the war. In 1948 they arrived in Israel, and Yosef 
was raised and educated at Kibbutz Negba. 

He enlisted in the IDF in 1960 and served in the 
Armoured Corps. During the Six Day War he 
fought as a 7th Brigade company commander in 
Sinai. During the war of Attrition prior to the 
Yom Kippur War, he commanded a tank battalion 
in Sinai. In the 1973 war he fought as a brigade 
commander under Aluf Moshe Peled against the 
Syrians on the Golan Heights. 

During the Lebanon War, he commanded a 
force, known as “Yossi Force” (named after him). 
This formation, comprising Merkava tanks, para- 
troopers and anti-tank units, wiped out many of 
the Syrian Army’s latest tanks, the T-72. 

He has also served as operations officer at 
Armoured Corps headquarters, commander of a 
central training base in the south, commander of a 
reserve division, commander of a regular army 
division and deputy commander of the National 
Defence College. A graduate of the IDFs Com- 
mand and Staff College and Britain's Royal 
College of Defence Studies, he has a B.A. in 
history from the University of Tel Aviv. 

He is married and the father of two sons. 


offence-orientated than prior to 
1967. The reduction in the strength 
of the'IDF is bringing it back to a 
defensive way of thinking, and it 
might now have less forbearance to 
dodge a wax, said Peled. 

TURNING to Syria, the general 
says foe IDFs main objective is 
deterrence. It is dear that the domi- 
nant military threat to Israel today 
comes from the direction of Syria. 
The Syrians hope to be able to 
confront Israel by themselves. "In 
my opinion they are far from being 
able to achieve this,” he says. “Our 


central objective is to deter the Sy- 
rians from believing that they are 
capable of confronting us.” 

“We must, however, take into 
account foe possibility that our read- 
ing of the situation is different from 
theirs, and they could labour under 
the illusion that they are capable of 
taking us on. The IDF has the 
answers, if they were to make such a 
mistake .” 

Asked about South Lebanon, 
Peled says that foe security zone is 
proving itself. He had not thought, 
prior to the IDF withdrawal in June, 
that the situation in the south would 


be as good as it is. Without ignoring 
foe problems, “firing here and firing 
there,” in toto foe great achieve- 
ment is that Israel is no longer in- 
volved in Lebanon, be says, adding 
that Israel was now not in Lebanon 
more than it had been prior to the 
outbreak of the war in June 1982. 

The exit from Lebanon has 
allowed foe army to deal with its 
primary missions; to train, to orga- 
nize and to prepare for war. 

Paradoxically. Peled says, he 
could see something positive in foe 
reduction of forces due to budget 
cuts: it might lead to a raising of 


standards in foe army. 

He thought that difficulties and 
shrinkage might challenge the re- 
sourcefulness of the IDF and result 
in improved quality. 

It bad to be stressed, however, 
that foe budget cuts were severe and 
continuing. The process started in 
1979. This year’s budget was cut 
after already having been approved 
because of continuing problems in 
Israel’s economy. 

‘We cannot ignore foe economic 
situation in wbich the state finds 
itself. We are part of the state, and 
we must contribute our part, 


together with all other sectors, to 
deal with our economic difficulties. 

“But one must understand the 
implications of cutting the defence 
budget.” 

WHAT ABOUT “red lines?” Peled 
is asked. Most senior army officers 
talk about foe danger of sinking 
below a certain level. “Everyone has 
his own red line,” responds Peled. 
The IDF should in fact attempt to set 
an objective criterion of combat fit- 
ness. For example, if a tank crew 
trains less than a certain amount of 
engine hours and fires less than a

gion, literature, customs, traditions 
and language. The more knowledge 
he acquired, the deeper grew his 
respect for Arab contributions to 
civilization. 

It is this aspect of coexistence 
which Navon is personally promot- 
ing.

HE IS &AJFFLED. ;by ; a general 
tendency op foe part of Israeli Jews 
to soak up knowledge about Euro- 
pean and American politics and cul- 
ture while simultaneously ignoring 
what is happening all around them. 
“We talk of an Arab minority in 
Israel,” he observes, “as if we were 
not aware that in the Middle East as 
a whole, we are the minority.” 

Thus, Israeli Arabs are expected 
to study Hebrew if they want to get 
ahead both academically and econo- 
mically, but no real pressure is ex- 
erted on Israeli Jews to become 
fluent in Arabic. Navon would like 
to make Arabic compulsory in all 
schools, but first be wants to be sure 
that there are enough qualified 
teachers and that Arab teachers 
coming to Jewish schools will find 
themselves in a congenial atmosr 
phere. 

The problem is to overcome deep- 
seated prejudices, myths paraded as 
fact and stereotyped images. It is a 
problem which exists on both sides 
of the fence. There are mutual fears 
and suspicions fuelled by isolated 
incidents in which the many bear the 
brunt of the actions of foe few. 
Navon notes sadly that when one 
Arab commits an act of terrorism, 
many people tend to blame all 
Arabs. 

While Rabbi Meir Kahane would 
have us believe that all Arabs are 
bent on foe annihil ation of Jews 
living in Israel, statistics indicate 
otherwise. Since 1948, says Navon, 
most Israeli Arabs have been loyal to 
.foe state and have not participated in 
terrorist activities. 

But rising hostility against Arabs 
makes it difficult to put this message 
across. 

ADDRESSING THE KNESSET 
Education Committee towards the 
end of July, Aloupb Hareven, of the 
Van Leer Institute, said that there 
was a wide gulf between the Educa- 
tion Ministry’s willingness to give 


prominence to the theme of educa- 
tion for democracy and coexistence 
and the paucity of funds allocated by 
the ministry for this purpose. Ger- 
shon Baskin, director of foe Institute 
for Education for Coexistence Be- 
tween Jews and Arabs was also cri- 
tical of inadequate funding. 

Both the Van Leer Institute and 
the Institute for Coexistence work 
closely with the Education Ministry 
in developing programmes designed 
to break down barriers between 
Jews and Arabs and to foster mutual 
respect. 

Mohammed Abu Nimr, a member 
of Baskin’s team and an education 
student at foe Hebrew University, 
says, “It’s hard to be an Arab in 
Israel.” A graduate of the Neve 
Shalom workshop, Abu Nimr was 
not always favourably disposed to- 
wards Jews. 

As a child in foe village of Magar 
in the Galilee, he seldom came into 
contact with Jews, except when 
accompanying his father to work. 
“There was never any equality,” he 
recalls. “It was always an employer/ 
employee relationship. 

Denial of access to foe army 
doesn’t bother him. “You think I 
wanted to go to Lebanon and risk 
being killed?” 

But it is disturbing to be excluded 
from various rights and privileges 
because be didn’t serve. He believes 
foat-all citizens should do some form 
of compulsory national service, 
whether in a civilian or military 
capacity, and that qualifications for 
student' loans and housing rights 
would not be limited only to those 
who had served in foe IDF. 

A POLITICAL ACTIVIST when he 
came to the Hebrew University, 
Abu Nimr realized that tensions be- 
tween Arab and Jewish students 
were so high that they might ex- 
plode. And so he set about trying to 
find a way to improve the situation, 
first by enrolling in a workshop for 
coexistence at Hill el House and later 
going on to Neve Shalom. 

Now, he is involved in planning 
educational programmes and be is 


extremely active on foe coexistence 
lecture circuit, including the IDF. 
For all that, his is not an easy path. 

“There’s intolerance wherever 
you go,” he says, “and sometimes, 
foe response is so vulgar that iFs' 
obscene. There are extremists 
among the Jews and exremists 
among foe Arabs and neither can be 
dissuaded from their convictions.” 

Abu Nimr has learned to be 
reasonably comfortable in a pre- 
dominantly Jewish society, bnt he 
knows other Arabs who are afraid to 
speak Arabic in the street or to read 
an Arabic newspaper in the bus. 

Ilham Nasser, of Nazareth, is also 
a student at foe Hebrew University. 
She began working with Baskin fair- 
ly recently and is not yet as relaxed as 
Abu Nimr. Although she mixes 
mainly with Arabs on campus, she 
has some Jewish friends, but says 
quickly that he could never be 
friends with right-wingers. 

She talks of being afraid to wander 
through Afula since the murder of 
two school teachers: “We used to 
walk freely through Afula, but after 
what happened, we can’t do that any 
more.” 

How does she feel about Jews? 
The reply is not direct “From foe 
stories told by our parents and 
grandparents, foe Jews are better 
than foe British or the Turks. But I 
don’t see why I have to be ruled by 
anyone. I was bora here. I don’t 
want to weep over the past. I just 
want to take my place as a citizen." 

NASSER IS STILL trying to resolve 
her own identity criss. It is important 
for her to identify as an Arab, 
though nothing about her external 
appearance signifies her origin. 
Asked why she does not wear tradi- 
tional Arab garb if she attaches so 
much significance to identity, she 
bristles with contained anger, mis- 
leading an insult into foe question. 

Now studying for a doctorate m 
education, foe wants to help dose 
the social gap between Arabs and 
Jews and to prove to Jews that Arabs 
in general are not a threat to their 
well-being. 

Given foe political dimate, that 
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goal will become increasingly diffi- 
cult to attain: “Kahanism wasn’t 
founded in a vacuum,” says Baskin. 
“It’s an outgrowth of developments 
sincpl967” 

‘ s TTirte years- ago, reading the 
warning signals, the government, 
through foe Prime Minister’s Bureau 
for Arab Affairs and the Education 
Ministry, helped to inaugurate foe 
Institute for Coexistence, which is 
partly funded by the German Hans 
Seidel Foundation. 

Though convinced of Navon’s 
sincerity, Baskin contends that the 
Education Minis try is paying little 
more than lip servic to foe subject of 
education for coexistence: “TTiere’s 
not enough money in foe budget for 
coexistence,” he says. “Allocation 
of resources is next to zero. The 
schools don’t have money; the local 
munidpalities don’t have money and 
the Arab/Jewifo organizations don’t 
have money.” 

Baskin is not too optimistic about 
making progress in schools, but he 
thinks he is getting through to sol- 
diers in foe army who are participat- 
ing in two- to three-day program- 
mes. 

FOR ALL his pessimism about foe 
possibility of promoting democracy 
and coexistence through foe school 
system, Baskin does see some light 
at foe end of the tunnel. 

During the past summer, some 
5,000 teachers participated in work- 
shops and special study courses for 
coexistence “and they’re going to be 
teaching 40,000 kids.” According to 
Baskin, surveys show that 20 per 
cent of foe teachers support Kahane, 
a fact which creates another obstacle 
for those propounding foe ideals of 
democracy. 

Educators in foe Education Minis- 
try are more optimistic than Baskin. 
Simcha Moses, one of foe co- 
ordinators of the Homeland and 
Society curriculum for all 
elementary schools, says that within 
foe context of a “We and Our Neigh- 
bours" project, Jewish and Arab 
children in the western Galilee will 
this year participate in a pilot project 
in which they will study their im- 
mediate environments at school, at 
home and in their local neighbour- 
hoods. This will include all foe public 
institutions which service their 
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.neighbourhoods. Then they will 
study adjacent settlements and com- 
pare notes. 

The project will include joint 
Arab-Jewish classes and reciprocal 
home hospitality. Children from 
schools in Nahariya, Regba, Kfar 
Havradim and Loch am ei Haggeta’ot 
will mingle with those from the Arab 
villages of Mazra, Damn, MF2ya l and 
Tartiaha. • • • 

Teachers' workshops for this pro- 
ject have already been held and 
more will be held before the project 
is launched. One of foe most con- 
structive thoughts emanating from 
these workshops is for each side to 
tell foe other how it would like to be 
perceived, and in so doing, to open 
new gates of understanding. 

Moses says that there is still a lot of 
discussion on precisely what to teach 
and how to teach it. There are spe- 
cial sensitivities to take into account 
in foe way Jews and Arabs relate to 
each other. 

TEACHING ETHICAL VALUES 
is the hardest task for any teacher, 
according to Amir. 

“The school is not a closed institu- 
tion. The student is vulnerable to 


certain amount of shells, then it 
should not be considered fit for com- 
bat. 

Such criteria have not yet been 
set. says the general, “but with foe 
vast experience that some of us have 
in the matter, the feeling is not 
good.” 

What is the IDFs Training and 
Doctrine Branch? 

This is a branch of the general staff 
as in other armies. However, in foe 
IDF it still retains foe anaraaious 
designation “department” rather 
than “branch" (such as logistics, 
planning, etc.). It is the only “de- 
partment in the IDF headed by an 
aluf (maj.-gen.). It is in fact oper- 
ated like a branch of foe general staff 
and its head is directly responsible to 
the deputy chief of the general staff 
and the chief of the general staff. 

The branch is charged with tormu- 

lating the army's combat doctrine. 

The branch works out doctrines 
dealing with foe interaction of the 
various arms of the IDF: combined 
land-air-sea operations; operation of 
all the senior commands: develop- 
ment of training theory: and training 
aids such as teaching with compu- 
ters. 

All large-scale exercises are the 
responsibility of the branch, as are 
the IDFs top-level colleges, such as 
foe National Defence College and 
foe Command and Staff College. 

Within the branch there are sec- 
tions such as history, which collects 
and documents the IDFs historical 
material. The IDFs publishing sec- 
tion. Ma’arachoi, comes under the 
purview of the branch, which is also 
responsible for the physical fitness of 
soldiers. 

With the establishment of the 
Ground Forces Command, some of 
the responsibilities of the Training 
Branch were reduced and some of its 
functions transferred to foe GFC. 

Asked whether the branch had 
anything to do with training soldiers 
to handle civilians in foe adminis- 
tered territories, Peled replies in the 
negative, saying that this is handled 
by foe units in the field. He stresses, 
however, that the soldiers have to be 
properly briefed and prepared for 
this kind of work. 


external influences and a single tele- 
vision broadcast, for instance, can 
undo a whole year's work.” 

Amir cites a news dip in which 
presumably responsible public fi- 
gures may come out with rabidly 
anti-Arab utterances. All foe ration- 
al thought which has been instilled 
into foe student throughout foe year 
can evaporate in a moment. 

For this reason, foe Education 
Ministry, through its various depart- 
ments. works closely with parents, 
community centres, youth and 
sports groups and local authorities to 
faring foe classroom into day-to-day 
life. 

It does not always work, because 
different people define democracy 
differently for themselves. "The 
question often arises,” says Amir, 
“whether coexistence means living 
together or living side by side, each 
respiting foe rights of foe other, but 
remaining separate." 

The State Religious School system 
favours respect at a distance, fearing 
that socializing could lead to in- 
temarriage. This, in turn, has been 
interpreted in some secular quarters 
as racism. 

The complexities are immense, 
and to quote Navon, they require 
infinite patience and tolerance: 
“This is not a one-time operation,” 
he says. “It's an ongoing program-

With events in Heb- 
ron leading the front pages daily, 
Corfu says the Arab attacks in the 
Judean town would probably have 
taken place even if the Kiiyat Arba 
settlers had not tried to move into 
properties in the casba market area' 
and other parts of old Hebron. 

He says: “The Arab residents of 
Hebron are passive toward the Jew- 
ish presence. If the military govern- 
ment were to permit Jews ro Jive in 
the house which they bought in the 
suk, their presence would have a 
calming psychological effect. 
Thanks to the small details of every- 
day life among neighbours, hate 
would be diluted and dissipated. 
And remember, things quiet down 
the moment the military government 
shows a tough policy towards the 
Arabs. In fact they are already quiet- 
ing down,” 

The Jerusalem-born, seventh- 
generation sabra draws a confident 
comparison between the Arabs of 
Hebron and the Arabs of Jerusalem: 
“In the Old City before 1948, Jews 
and Arabs not only lived next door 
to each other and ran businesses nest 
to each other, they worked together. 
My father was partners with an Arab 
resident in a bakery. In the Arab 
suk. Arab stall-owners paid rent to 
Jewish landlords in many cases. 
What counts in coexistence is the 
pattern of behaviour and not the 
proximity.” 

To which he adds the cryptic re- 
m ark: “In the past, as we saw in 
Jerusalem, neighbourly integration 
between Arab and Jew was at its 
most cordial, at a time when there 
were no such things as mixed mar- 
riages.’'

A FUNNY thing happened on the 
way to die television studio for this 
week's This Is Your Life program- 
me, devoted to Ya'akov Orland, the 
poet and songwriter. Somehow or 
other, producer-compere Amos 
Ettinger was denied his long- 
established right to start th'e prog- 
,ramme.Iike..an adolescent surprise 
party, with the hero thinking that he 
is merely going to visit the president, 
or get the Israel Prize, or be charged 
with a crime in court, or something 
easy like that, only to find himself 
instead in a studio, surrounded by a 
couple of hundred old friends, all 
screaming “Surprise! Surprise!” 

Orland was not subjected to this 
ridiculous and childish charade, and 
instead came into the studio know- 
ing exactly what was going to hap- 
pen. As a result, we did not have to 
endure paroxysms of false modesty, 
with him crying, “Fela, how could 
you do this to me, after all we meant 
to each other 40 odd years ago?” or 
“Arye, m get you for this if it's the 
last thing I do!" 

Poor Ettinger looked tike a tittle 
boy denied his favourite candy by a 
tyrannical dentist. Also, not having 
the familiar formula, he was rather 
like a conditioned reflex dog without 
the catalyst: he did not know how to 
begin. Eventually, he gulped, and 
produced a remarkable question: 
now that Orland bad turned 70, did 
he devote his life entirely to nostal- 
gia? 

Presumably Ettinger believes, like 
the minister of finance and others

CORFU IS THE LAST of the Mohicans. Among Herat 
Party ministers in the Likud bloc, he is the only survivor 
of the Irgun Zvai Leumi which former prime minister 
Menachem Begin commanded. 

Because he worked as an electrician's apprentice in his 
teens, Corfu put together many a mine .and explosive 
device while serving in the Irgun in Jerusalem. He spent 
some five years in various British detention camps, and 
one of his fellow prisoners in East Africa was the then 
Lehi (Lohamei Herat Israel) leader Yitzhak Shamir. 

In Herat, Corfu always symbolized the loyal, follow- 
the-leader mentality, remaining in the main stream. 

After Corfu first entered die Knesset 16 years ago, his 
former power base in the Jerusalem branch of Herat 
gradually slipped from his grasp. As a result, in each 
successive election, he has had to guarantee himself a 
respectably high place on the Likud list. He managed to 
pull tile necessary strings because be argued, convincing- 
ly, that be was too busy keeping tire Likud solid and party 
fortunes bright, to worry about making friends. 

As long as Shamir remains top man in the Likud, 
Corfu need not worry. If Ariel Sharon or David Levy * 
should replace Shamir, Corfu may be in deep trouble. 
His saviour may yet be Moshe Arens, who is the 


favourite of mainstream party men like Corfu, to take 
over should Shamir step down - or have to do so. 

Today Corfu, 64, is a pladd and sober politician. But 
he was quite a scamp when he first entered the Knesset. 
He loved to dig up a scandal now and again. In 1974 he 
accused a cabinet minister (from the Alignment, of 
course) of using ministry money to buy an expensive 
wedding gift for the son of an MK. His charges were 
struck from the record after, the plenum burst into 
pandemonium. The next year, be accused a minister of 
bribery and corruption. 

Hailing charges of that sort is no problem behind the 
armour plate of parliamentary immunity, which he also 
made good use of to cany on needfing Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy Kollek, in a campaign which he first Launched 
while serving on the city council between 1967 and 1969. 

But Corfu, tike most other parliamentarians, settled 
down in time. Since he got his Cabinet portfolio in 1981, 
be has been tbe image of sagacity and consideration. 

His efforts to stress consensus, and to obscure points of 
disagreement across party tines, have not earned Mm the 
nickname of “the Likud’s Alignment-ink" for nothing. 

A strange nickname, indeed, for the last hrgnn mem- 
ber in the Cabinet ! 



“One of the tasks of our army is to 
keep order there. Law enforcement 
does not impair IDF training in the 
slightest. Nor does it detract from 
fighing capacity. The IDF can man- 
age to do all the training it needs and 
afro keep order in Judea and Samar- 
ia.” 

Corfu fries his pragmatic colours 
when it comes to future policy in 
Hebron. “Let’s not create a problem 
out of a bouse in the casba when we 
don't need to." he suggests. “Why 
shouldn't Jews take over one single 
house? After all. the settlers are such 
idealists that they are ready to risk 
their lives by living in a densely- 
populated Arab section. Let them. 
And I personally believe they will 
generate a good atmosphere in their 
vicinity.” 

And to prove the amity now pre- 
vailing between Arab Hebron and 
Jewish Kiiyat Arba, he adds: “Most 
of tiie clients of Kiiyat Arba lawyer 
Etiakiin Ha'etzui (one of the vigor- 
ous advocates of the return to Old 
Hebron) happen to be Hebron 
Arabs.” 

Corfu says the reason Likud chief 


and Vice-Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
did not vote in the inner cabinet to 
let Jews take over all Jewisb-owned 
or Jewish-purchased properties in 
Judea and Samaria was that Shamir 
sought to achieve the party's ends 
smoothly and without unnecessary 
provocation. 

Corfu explained: “In order to 
make progress in settjement of 
Judea and Samaria, you have to 
think your policy out logically, and 
realize that provocation is counter- 
productive. You have to expand set- 
tlement without a fuss, in a calcu- 
lated manner. 

“If you like, it's the late Chaim 
Weizmann’s traditional policy of 
buying a dunam here and a dunam 
there, until it an creates a pattern of 
reality. There's nothing to be 
ashamed of, even for a Herotnik, in 
commending one of Weizm ami’s 
tactics,” he said. 


CORFU HAS no patience for 
“politicians who shout themselves 
hoarse but do absolutely nothing.” 

It appears that he is directing his 
scorn at the leaders of the opposition 


Tehiya Party, until he adds: “We 
have our share of politicians who 
shout themselves hoarse in the 
cabinet, as well. Some ministers be- 
lieve in the principle of "1 talk, there- 
fore I am.' Of course, we have to talk 
inside the cabinet, but we're sup- . 
posed to think about what we're 
talking about. But there are some 
who do most of their talking outside 
and precious tittle thinking any- 
where.” 

While be advocates letting Kiiyat 
Arba settlers live in the one house 
bought in the casba already, he said 
he has no time for what he calls the 
“cat-and-mouse-games which the 
settlers are playing with the army.” 

After the murder of an IDF sol- 
dier in the casba, a Likud spokesman 
pinned the responsibility for attacks 
on Jews on tbe Alignment. 

“I would have been happier had 
the spokesman not made such a 
statement,” he concedes, “because 
we could have done without it/* 
However, he rejects the suggestion 
that the spokesman’s statement con- 
stituted c riminal incitement, saying, 
“We are all in the midst of a spiral of 


charges and counter-charges and it is 
too late to distinguish between them. 

“The regrettable point is that the 
spiral erodes the credibility of the 
national unity government, which 
needs to project firm authority, 
effective management and a positive 
image,” Corfu says. 

“Apart from the awesome econo- 
mic challenges, our next challenge is 
to alleviate the polarization of the 
nation into opposing camps. 

“You can almost feel in die air 
how brother hates brother. And I am 
talking about masses of ordinary 
people, not the two leadership elites 
as in the 1940s. The nation is split,” 
he says with a sigh. 


CORFU REGRETS that the Likud 
did not insist that Shamir serve first 
as prime minister in the national 
unity government. Had Shamir been 
prime minister, he says, the Likud 
ministers would never have dreamed 
of attacking their Alignment col- 
leagues tbe way Alignment ministers 
attack their Likud colleagues. 

“Were Sh amir prime minister to- 
day, the Histadrut would be bebav- 


responsible for our pensions poli- 
cies, that at threescore years and ten 
a person has nothing else to do but 
pore over his memories, like a miser 
over his coins, while bis only legiti- 
mate interest is to ruminate about 
who will fight for the honour of

' Orland ’did- not. play balL He re- 
plied that he was as much interested 
in die future as in the past. But, 
despite his missing his cue, we 
jumped quickly bade into a time 
when he was young.

THESE were the brightest mo- 
ments, which stick in the memory, 
from a programme that, on the 
whole, was as bland as a dish of soya 
beans compared to a T-bone steak. 
Soya beans are excellent in their 
way, and they are very wholesome, 
but they are not really exciting. 
Apart from a brief moment of in- 
tense drama, when he described how 
he survived a Russian pogrom as a 
boy of five, nothing much seemed to 
happen to Orland in the period co- 
vered by this first episode of the 
programme. (There is a second in- 
stalment still to come.) Yet this 
week’s show lasted 105 minutes, 
which is a long, long time for any 
non-fiction programme, and thus 
calculated to inspire ennui.

StiO, a quick success story is not 
very exciting.

Corfu firmly believes that no 
narrow-based coalition, headed by 
either Likud or the Alignment, 
could solve Israel's key problems. 

-Narrow coalitions depend on the 
religious parties; These parties have 
years of experience sitting with the 
Align ment and years of experience 
si tting with the Likud. They won t 
want to fiddle around with political 
experiments. They will want above 
all to play it safe.” he predicts. 

WHAT ABOUT tbe challenge on 
the right? Polls show a rise in support 
for Tehiya and Kach -at the expense 
of Likud, whose support has drop- 
ped well below 30 Knesset seats, the 

^Srforecalls that on the eve of the 
1981 elections, he had told Likud 
maverick Geula Cohen that Tehiya 
had no chance of winning more than 
three seats. 

"There was tremendous agitation 
over the withdrawal from Sinai. The 
polls gave Geula six or seven seats. 
They were at the peak of a 
tremendous emotional and political 
wave. But what happened? What the 
voters wanted most was to keep the 
Alignment from regaining the power 
which it had lost in 1977. So they 
stood firmly behind the Likud and 
kept Tehiya on the sidelines. 

"But in 1984. Tehiya went up to 
five seats, because the voters were 
despondent about the Likud s 
chances of holding on to the govern- 
ment, not because of their admira- 
tion for Tehiya. The Israeli voter is 
intelligent enough to weigh up the 
broader trends and chances. 

“Today a lot of Likud supporters 
are angry with us because they see 
we are abetting the national unity 
government’s policy of restricting 
settlement. They think the govern- 
ment should crack down much har- 
der against terror. But when the 
election actually comes round, most 
of the traditional Ukud sympathiz- 
ers will come back to us.” he say's. 

However, he admits he is worried 
about first-time voters backing Rab- 
bi Meir Kahane’s Kach faction. 

Corfu says that, before and after 
the next election, he will call for the 
continuation of the national unity 
government. 

“Neither the Likud nor the Align- 
ment can possibly gain a serious edge 
over its opponent. Neither can 
afford to struggle along trying to glue 
a narrow coalition majority of 63 to 
65 seats together with all the political 
cost. We are fated to swim 
together,” Corfu predicts.

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SENIOR REAGANadminis- 
tration policy-makers, like their 
predecessors, have come to accept 
that the Middle East is rarely quiet 
or dull. There always seems lo be 
some crisis brewing demanding im- 
mediate decisions. 

This is certainly the case now. 
President Reagan , Secretary of State 
George Shultz and their senior 
advisers would like to put the Middle 
East on the diplomatic back-burner 
for the time being. They have other, 
more pressing things on their minds, 
especially the upcoming round of 
summit meetings with the new 
Soviet leadership. 

But the Americans have come to 
recognize that they will have no such 
luxury. 

The Middle East will move front 
and centre in the coming weeks as a 
series of Arab and Israeli leaders 
come to Washington. Egyptian Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak is first in line, 
due at the White House on Septem- 
ber 23. King Hussein of Jordan will 
follow on September 30. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
will make separate visits in October. 

At the moment, attention is focus- 
sed on the Hussein visit. U.S. offi- 
cials are anxiously trying to get the 
king to say xpore to indicate his 
peaceful intent towards Israel. They 
would like him to spell out a pledge 
to resolve disputes with Israel only 
through “non-belligerent" means 
and to hold direct talks with Israel. 

The King and his aides are now 
discussing his trip to Washington. 
Exactly how much further Hussein 
will be willing to go while in 
Washington, of course, remains to 
be seen.

ADMINISTRATION officials are 
hoping Hussein goes the extra mile, 
in part because they recognize that 
such positive statements will help 
win congressional support for a ma- 
jor sale of U.S. fighter aircraft and 
anti-aircraft missiles to Jordan. 

There is serious doubt about such 
a sale on Capitol Hill. This was 
vividly underscored on. September 


18 when Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murpby testified for more 
than two hours before a House sub- 
committee. Several congressmen ex- 
pressed their opposition to any new 
sale to Jordan barring some addi- 
tional statements from Hussein. 

But Murphy, like other adminis- 
tration spokesmen, stood firmly in 
defending Hussein's record towards 
Israel. He also made dear that Jor- 
dan faced some serious and genuine 
military threats. 

“As the parties move toward each 
other to seek a peace settlement," he 
said, "the U.S. must be prepared to 
respond to the defence needs of 
those willing to take risks for peace. 
A Jordan arms package would im- 
prove Jordan's military capability to 
deter potential aggression. It would 
also demonstrate to those who want 
to block peace and question the 
seriousness of American staying 
power in the search for peace." 

A just-concluded U.S. govern- 
ment study on the regional arms 
balance, for example, pointed 
directly to die threat from the north 
- namely Syria. “Jordan, which re- 
cently has taken bold steps forward 
in the peace process, is increasingly 
vulnerable to intimidation or attack 
from its powerful and menacing 
neighbour, Syria,'' the report says. 

But privately, administration offi- 
cials concede some serious problems 
with the Jordanian position. For one 
thing, Hussein seems intent on mov- 
ing only in coordination with PLO

MURPHY HAD hoped to return to 
Amman to meet with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
before Hussein's arrival in Washing- 
ton. But Reagan and Shultz rejected 
this proposal for two reasons: 

□ At least one of the four proposed 
Pales tinians in the delegation - Nabil 
Shaath - was too closely associated 
with the PLO. 

□ There was not enough of a com- 
mitment from Hussein in advance 
that the preliminary meeting would 
indeed result in direct negotiations 
with Israel. The Jordanians were still 
clinging firmly to the idea of the 


international conference, presum- 
includii 


ably including the participation of 
the Soviet Union and the PLO. Both 
Washington and Jerusalem are 
opposed. 

Murphy might yet get the green 
light to meet with the joint group 
following the Hussein talks in 
Washington. But all of this now 
remains up in the air. Murphy con- 
ceded as much during his appear- 


ance before the House subcommit- 
tee.

ALL OF THESE problems were 
coming to the forefront just as Saudi 
Arabia and Britain announced a S3 
billion to S4 billion sale of British- 
made Tornado and Hawk jet fighter 
planes. 

The British managed to win the 
lucrative deal, U.S. officials say, 
largely because of opposition by 
Israel and its friends in the U.S. 
Congress to another F-15 sale to the 
Saudis. Such a sale would have trig- 
gered what administration officials 
termed “Awacs-2” - a reference to 
the bitter 1981 battle with Congress 
over the sale of advanced surveill- 
ance aircraft to Saudi Arabia. 

“Saudi defensive needs are 
genuine,” Murphy said, “and in- 
creasingly urgent because of the de 
facto nine-month moratorium on 
any major (U.S.) sales, as the cur- 
rent o min ous escalation of military 
activity in the Gulf between Iraq and 
Iran illustrates. 

“We are well aware of congres- 
sional concern about aims sales to 
Saudi Arabia. In our consultations 
with (Capitol) Hill, we have paid 
close attention to strong congres- 
sional opposition to U.S. sales of 
advanced aircraft to Saudi Arabia. 

“Yet we are keenly aware that the 
Saudis are serious about filling their 
defence needs. We are not surprised 
that they would move to meet their 
defence needs from other Western 
sources," Murphy said. 

“Saudi purchases cf European sys- 
tems will complicate inter- 
operability with U.S. systems, re- 
move U.S. involvement in spare 
parts and training and generally les- 
sen our influence with the Saudi 
defence estab lishm ent. They also 
represent a loss of U.S. trade.” 

Still, despite the proposed British 
deal, the administration is deter- 
mined to pursue what it hopes will be 
a less controversial sale to the Saudis 
involving anti-aircraft missiles and 
other equipment. In seeking oon- 


Other reasons for aiming the 
Saudis are cited in the secret U.S. 
arms balance study. “The fact that 
Saudi Arabia possesses one-quarter 
of die Free World's oil reserves 
makes it critical to the long-term 
outlook for world petroleum sup- 
plies,” it says. “Also, responsible 
Saudi participation in the interna- 
tional financial system is important 
to its functioning smoothly. 

“Saudi Arabia is the only country 
in the Gulf region which is both 
friendly to U.S. interests and cap- 
able of playing an important regional 
role,” the study continues. “Its loca- 
tion and strategic depth make it the 
linchpin of all Gulf Cooperation 
Council security planning. ” 

The study says Saudi Arabia will 
support the U.S. peace effort “in 
relationship to our credibility as an 
even-handed intermediary, its 
assessment of our chances for suc- 
cess, and, most importantly, the de- 
gree of Arab consensus about our 
efforts. 

“Our willingness to meet Saudi or 
other Arab requests for arms streng- 
thens the perception of balance in 
our approach to the peace process 
and our standing as a reliable 
friend,” the study says. “ At the 
same time, Saudi confidence in their 
ability to protect themselves from 
extenal threats or pressure is essen- 
tial to greater flexibility and support 
for the peace process." 

AH of this is taken as given by 
most senior a dminis tration officials; 
They are spending a considerable 
amount of time worrying about the 
Middle East even though they would 
have preferred to be less burdened 
by that region right now. 

In the real world, however, an 
adminis tration in Washington can- 
not simply dictate which foreign 
policy issues will be on its agenda.

RELATIONS IN THE Egyptian- 
Sudanese-Ubyan triangle have be- 
come highly complicated and prob- 
lematic in recent months. New ten- 
sions erupted between Egypt and 
Libya on the one hand, and between 
Egypt and Sudan on the other, threat- 
ening to escalate further and 
sweep the three countries into a 
dangerous maelstrom, of hostilities, 
which could even culminate, espe- 
cially in the case of Egypt and of 
Libya, in military friction. 

In the mid-1970s tension in this 
triangle had increased significantly 
and reached its peak in 1977 when 
border incidents between Egypt and 
Libya developed into an open milit- 
ary clash. 

The prevailing tensions, if further 
escalated, might drag external 
“actors” into the turbulence. The 
most “promising’' candidates are the 
neighbouring African countries, 
with Chad and Ethiopia in the lead, 
and the superpowers, who have then- 
own pawns in the game. 


decision to “balance" (in Khar- 
toum’s parlance) its relations with 
the U.S and the Soviet Union; in 
other words, improve relations with 
Moscow, which had been character- 
ized by strong enmity -for mare titan 
a decade. 

Khartoum's new show of friendli- 
ness towards Moscow caused con- 
cern in Washington. The U.S. admi- 
nistration had viewed Sudan as a 
most important barrier to the 
deepening Soviet penetration of 
Africa. Of special importance in this 
context was the security buffer 
Sudan had provided for pro- 
American Egypt. As such it consti- 
tuted a most valuable asset to Amer- 
ican interests in the region and even 
beyond. 


Before the overthrow of the 16- 
year-old regime of Ja'afar Numeiri 
in Sudan by General ’Abd al- 
Rahman Siwar al-Dahab last April, 
the equation of power among the 
three countries in the north-east 
African continent was crystal clear: 
an axis of pro-American regimes in 
Cairo and Khartoum versus the 
strongly anti-American regime of 
Muammar Gaddafi in Tripoli. 


The rivalry between the two 
camps was sharp and uncompromis- 
ing; Cairo and Khartoum cooper- 
ated closely both in the military and 
political spheres (the latter had sup- 
ported Egypt’s peace policy towards 
Israel) in order to ward off threats 
posed by Libya, which they per- 
ceived as “a vehicle of Soviet poli- 
cy.” 

The leadership change in Khar- 
toum brought about a quick and 
dramatic breach of the traditional 
equation. Paradoxically, it was 
Sudan - the weakest and most 
vulnerable country among the three 
- which crossed the traditional lines, 
thereby escalating tensions in this 
triangle to new heights. 

Soon after coming to power, the 
new government in Sudan carried 
out a series of changes in foreign 
policy. The most dramatic of these 
was the rapprochement with Libya - 
Sudan's neighbour in the north-west 
and hitherto Khartoum's main 
enemy. 

Other important changes in 
Sudan's regional policy included the 
improvement in relations with 
Ethiopia, a pro-Soviet country, with 
which Sudan had a long-standing 
dispute, providing asylum to the re- 
bel Eritrean and Tigrayan liberation 
front members while Ethiopia had 
backed Sudanese opposition ele- 
ments, the southern Sudan rebels in 
particular. 

Another indication that Sudan 
was embarking on a new era in its 
foreign policy was its publicly stated 


AS A RESULT of these new de- 
velopments, alarm bells have also 
began to ring in Cairo. The Egyp- 
tians are apprehensive of Sudan's 
rapprochement with Libya and of a 
possible shift towards the Soviet Un- 
ion. 

Khartoum’s refusal to participate 
- for the first time - in the annual 
"Bright Star” military exercises, 
held jointly by Egypt and the U.S. in 
recent months, together with the 
reported joint military protocol be- 
tween Sudan and Libya, are dear 
indications of the “new winds" blow- 
ing from Khartoum. 

Egypt, it should be emphasized, 
might be -the most seriously 
threatened if the Sudanese rap- 
prochement with Libya continues. 
Not only will the Mubarak regime be 
endangered but, no less important, 
the “strategic depth” that Sudan had 
provided for Egypt would be in in 
danger, too. (One should remember 
that Cairo and Khartoum were - and 
still are - bound by a series of joint 
agreements, most notably the 25- 
year Joint Defence Agreement. The 
latter was signed in summer 1976 in 
direct response to the serious pro- 
Libyan coup attempt in Khartoum.) 

In addition to Egyptian security 
concerns, there is another major 
source of apprehension, centring on 
the two countries’ common life 
source - the Nile River. 

Egypt, with a growing need for 
more water, must depend entirely on 
Sudan’s goodwill, and indeed Sudan 
had fully cooperated on this issue in 
the past, with the Jonglei Canal 
Project being slowly built in south- 
ern Sudan aiming at increasing the 
flow. 

Nevertheless, the civil war in 
southern Sudan, as well as the newly 
marked aloofness from Egypt, now 
pose a danger to the Jonglei project. 


substantial change in Khartoum’s 
outlook or does it perhaps constitute 
only a change in tactics, designed to 
achieve essential government aims - 
consolidating its hold on the reins of 
.power and stabilizing the internal 
situation? 

It should be noted that Sudan is 
undergoing a very difficult phase: a 
rivil war between the Christian and 
animist (of a negroid ethnicity) south 
and the dominant Arab-Moslem 
north; a terrible famine in the west, 
which threatens the lives of about 
one-third of Sudan's 24 million peo- 
ple; a serious and chronic economic 
crisis with a foreign debt of S9 bil- 
lion, and a strong political factional- 
ism, with about 40 political organiza- 
tions and parties struggling for their 
share of the political cake. 

Against this bleak background, 
one can easily understand Sudan’s 
friendliness towards Gaddafi who 
had promised to curb his support of 
the Sudan People’s Liberation Army 
(the military wing of the rebels’ 
movement in southern Sudan). Gad- 
dafi also promised - and probably 
has already delivered - financial and 
food aid to starving Sudan. And 
according to some reports, be even 
has sent arms and ammunit ion to the 
Sudanese government. 

Of special importance to Khar- 
toum is the liquidation of the rebels' 
sources support and bases in Libya 
and Ethiopia, which might bring the 
rebels to the negotiating table. If 
some settlement can be reached with 
them, then it would make possible 
the exploitation of oil found in the 
south. The oil, it should be empha- 
sized, is the single ray of hope at the 
end of the very long and dark econo- 
mic tunnel in Sudan. 


IN THE LIGHT of the sharp turn in 
Sudanese foreign policy, which migh t 
only be temporary but which, in the 
meantime, constitutes a clear devia- 
tion from the traditional attitude, 
the question that arises is what drove 
Sudan to make such a turnabout. 

Moreover, does the turn in 
Sudanese foreign policy reflect a 


THE SHOW of strengthening ties 
with Libya and Ethiopia, and simul- 
taneous gestures of friendliness to- 
wards the Soviet Union, might moti- 
vate the U.S. to increase its assist- 
ance to Khartoum. 

It should be noted that earlier this 
year the U.S. had suspended its 
financial aid to Sudan and one of the 
reasons which had motivated 
Numeiri to visit Washington - a visit 
which coincided with the coup in 
Sudan - was the desperate need to 
accelerate the dispatch of American 
aid to his country. 

Whether these targets, or even 
some of them, are achieved is un- 
known. It is clear, however, that the 
Egyptian interest lies in seeing a 
stabilization of Sudani internal poli- 
tics without the regime in Khartoum 
entering the Libyan-Soviet orbit. 

Perhaps this explains, along with 
other factors, Egypt’s relatively res- 
trained policy towards Khartoum. 
For Cairo must be hoping that after 
reaching a stage of relative order and 
calm, the Sudanese regime will re- 
turn to is traditional place, within 
the Egyptian-American orbit.

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THE PUBLIC ARGUMENT be- 
tween Prime .Minister Shimon Peres 
and Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
over the due procedure for settling 
the Taba crisis reflects a major 
change in the mode of thought with- 
in the Likud's leadership, with im- 
plications for both foreign and 
domestic political behaviour. 

The first question asked by former 
prime minister Menachem Begin be- 
fore reaching a position on, say, the 
Taba dispute would have been as 
usual, a question of principle: does 
Israel have a right to that territory? 
Does it belong to us as of right? Only 
with an affirmative answer would he 
have proceeded to tactics of negotia- 
tions and to select his means accor- 
dingly. 

Begin's mode of thought has al- 
ways been persuasive. As a faithful 
Jabotinsky follower, he has always 
believed in the supremacy of justice; 
hence his distinction between might 
and right: we are not right because 
we are mighty, but we are mighty by 
virtue of our right. 

Based on a deep belief that Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza belong to us '‘as 
of right,” he opened the discussions 
with President Jimmy Carter and 
President Anwar Sadat, seeking in- 
tematipnaJ Jegitimacjr.ta Israel's ter- 
ritorial claims. 

Mr. Begin could decide on a full 
withdrawal from Sinai because he 
had seen no justifiable reason for 
continuing the occupation of that 
territory after peace had been estab- 
lished between Israel and Egypt. 
The only legitimate right which 
Israel did have and still has, in Sinai 
is the right to be secured against a 
sudden attack. Since the Sinai was at 
least twice a staging area for attacks 
on Israel, we enjoy a right to ensure 
the demilitarization of Sinai upon 
the restoration of Egyptian 
sovereignty. The very fact that in the 
1967 war, Israel was strong enough 
to conquer Sinai from Egypt has not 
given Israel, according to the 
Jabotinsky-Begin school, the right to 
stay there forever. Might is not 
necessarily right, and one does not 
gain right by mere force. 


which his legal representatives will 
be able to prove, once and for all. 
rights of Israeli sovereignty there? 

Is it because of a deep belief in the 
justice of the Israeli cause that the 
vice prime minister hinted at a coali- 
tion crisis if Mr. Peres had brought 
the matter to the cabinet, where 
there is a majority in favour of 
accepting, in principal, the Egyptian 
proposal for arbitration? 

For those who seek a resolution of 
the conflict, there can hardly be 
anything better than international 
legitimacy which, once given, will 
remain the absolute answer to any 
attempt to undermine Israel’s pre- 
sence in, and claim over. Taba. An 
arbitrator's opinion that Lsracl is in 
the right in the dispute will, no 
doubt, help Israeli diplomacy in 
other places, too. Why has Mr. Sha- 
mir so resolutely rejected it.^ 

There is no other adequate ex- 
planation than the assumption that 
he has reason to doubt the results of 
arbitration and, therefore, insists on 
conciliation process on the proper 
means to settle the dispute. Concilia- 
tion, unlike arbitration, is refutable 
from a legal point of view. 


A DIFFERENT case is in Judea and 
Samaria. As fax as these territories 
are concerned, Israel - according to 
Jabotinsky and Begin - does have a 
right to stay there forever. These are 
neither “occupied" nor adminis- 
tered” territories, but “liberated" 
parts of our patrimony, of Eretz 
Yisrael. % 

Out of this fundamental differ- 
ence between the territories taken 
from Egypt on the one hand and 
from Jordan on the other, came the 
main difference in the procedure of 
settling future disputes: as far as 
Egypt is concerned, it was agreed at 
Camp David and later in the peace 
treaty to follow the procedures of 
conciliation and - that is, a third 
party might determine the future of a 
disputed territory. But as for as 
Judea and Samaria are concerned, 
everything should be decided upon 
with Israeli consent 
The ideological approach of Jabo- 
tinsky and Begin combines the belief 
in Jewish rights over the Land of 
Israel together with the general be- 
lief in the supremacy of justice. 

Hence, no territorial expansion 
beyond the historical boundaries of 
Palestine has ever been sought or 
taught in classic Revisionism. The 
Arabs are entitled to what belongs to 
them. 


BUT WHAT WILL Be the next 
. step? Let us suppose that Egypt 
agrees to conciliation, and the con- 
ciliators accept the Egyptian point of 
view. Israel will then have three 
options - to yield, to insist on 
arbitration, or to continue the ter- 
ritorial status quo. 

If Israel yields, nothing has been 
gained from the procedural stub- 
bornness, and therefore we have to 
assume that the case will be later 
brought to arbitration. 

But what will our chances be? Is it 
reasonable to assume that after losing 
the conciliation stage, Israel will 
have a better chance in arbitration? 
Can we reasonably hope that our 
lawyers will be able to prove our case 
to the arbitrator after a failure to 
show it to the conciliators? 

There is no other way but to 
accept the third option - to assume 
that Israel will avoid any proceeding 
with the already agreed means to 
settle disputes with Egypt. Ft is quite 
clear how such a development will 
affect peace itself; but some people 
will argue that it only shows the bad 
intentions which Egypt has had from 
the be ginnin g. 

This scenario is impossible if the 
leadership is committed to a persua- 
sive. as distinct from coercive, mode 
of thought. 

For those who seek international 
recognition, it in inconceivable that 
Israel should continue to told on to 
Taba if it violates the peace treaty. 

But Ariel Sharon has already kid 
that giving up Taba to Egypt would 
endanger Eilat's security. Typically 
to coercively-inclined leaders, secur- 
ity reasons serve as the ultimate 
justification for nullifying obliga- 
tions. 

This is far from the approach of 
Jabotinsky and Begin, and also from 
the personal style of Shamir. But this 
coercive approach characterizes 
more and more activities and opin- 
ions of the party's new leadership, 
manipulated by Sharon on the 
grounds of the permanent war of 
succession it faces.

THIS PERSUASIVE mode of 
thought is now in the process of 
changing into a coercive approach to 
political life. 

The new leadership of Herat is not 
that much interested in abstract 
problems about Israel’s right; rather 
it is occupied with interpreting 
Israel’s might. 

The first question to be asked is no 
longer a question of principle but of 
opportunity: Can we prevent the 
surrender of the territory to Egypt?

concern to us all. 

Less than 15km. below, the 
lights of the runway at Ben-Gurion 
Airport shine brightly by night, as 
does the whole coast from Ashkelon 
to Ramat Hash axon. By day, the 
soaring bulk of Tel Aviv's Shalom 
Tower is clearly visible. 

Let these hills just outside the 
‘ Green Line fall into the hands of a 
heavily-armed enemy, and Israel 
would be in grave danger. 

The bathers at Ashkelon, the di- 
amond merchants of Bnei Brak and 
the habitues of the Ramat Hasharon 
Country Club all have reason to take 
an interest in whether friendly or 
hostile eyes are looking down on 
them from the heights of Matityahu. 

Yet visiting the tiny Poalei Agudat 
Yisrael moshav, one senses a dream 
come adrift, a vision still uncon- 
nected to tangible achievement. 

Signs of industry and purposeful 
activity are not overwhelming. The 
moshav runs a vineyard and a cot- 
tonfield, but both are in the lowlands 
far below. The vineyard was a mas- 
sive loss-maker for Matityahu for 
several years and, although it has 
stabilized, hopes of major profits do 
not appear to be high. 

The cottonfield, apparently, is a 
new enterprise and there are high 
hopes for it. But cotton is a notor- 
iously sensitive and demanding crop 
to raise, especially for beginners, 
and much will depend on world price 
fluctuations in the coming years. 

The moshav’s pride and joy- is its 
chicken industry, which is claimed to 
be one of the most efficient in Israel, 
and the secret of success here is 
revealing. For the moshav hired an 
outsider as its guide, one of the most 
experienced Israelis in the field. 

Matityahu does not lack idealism , 
dedication or the willingness for 
hard work, but without direction and 
know-how, the best" wills in the 
world run into the ground. 

MATITYAHU is surrounded by 
j Arab villages. Newly electrified, at 
night their biightnessligfcts up the 
sky. How, I asked'/’did'^be A rabs 
. sustain themselves on these barren 
hills? Many day labourers com- 
muted out of them, I was told, but 
they also practised sheep herding for 
sustenance. 


Why not learn from the land. 1 
said, and introduce some sheep? 

There was some talk, I was told, of 
bringing in an integrated sheep in- 
dustry, but so far it was only talk. Od 
the one hand, even if the idea came 
off, it seemed to reek of fupnens- 
chlichkeit, of trying too much.' too 
soon. On the other hand, no practic- 
al steps bad been taken. 

It was not just the Arabs. Hadn't 
Avraham Avinu and Ya’acov Avinu 
grazed great flocks of sheep in these 
very hills? I asked And hadn't tbey 
enjoyed great prosperity? 

God blessed them for their right- 
ousness, not for their choice of busi- 
ness enterprises. I was told. Besides 
there was no market for lamb in 
Israel. 

Here was something new - an 
unw illin gness to learn , not only from 
the Arabs, not only from the land 
itself, but also from the practical 
lessons of the Bible. Did the idealism 
which. bad brought these “Anglo,” 
religious pioneers to the hills of 
Israel not extend to an internment 
reading of their sources of inspira- 
tion? 

Matityahu is small - only some 20 
families- yet it supports a rabbi who 
is not, nor is meant to be, an econo- 
mically productive member of the 
group. The level of priorities is re- 
vealing. The spiritual well-being 
comes above the development of a 
growing and economically viable 
society. 

AMONG THE settlers, talk is wide- 
spread of the difficulties of red tape. 
Attitudes towards the kibbutzim are 
mixed. There is contempt for them 
as the passing guard, not able to hold 
their young, whereas Matityahu rep- 
resents the new wave of religious 
pioneer beyond the Green Line. 

Yet, there is also a puzzled re- 
spect. How did the kibbutzim come 

to be so viable. How do they know 
exactly what to ask of government 
agencies in their business affairs? 

Repeatedly, I heard the same 
complaints: “We don’t know what

We don't have a proper 
game plan. 

After five years, there are still 
only 20 families on Matityahu and 
none of them is Israeli. A factory 
building reputed to have cost 
5250.000- the Jewish Agency put up 
the funds - stands there, apparently 
idle. No one seems to have any clear 
idea what to do with it. 

REVEALINGLY, none of the set- 
tlers appears to have been a 
businessman. There had been one, I 
was told, but after a disagreement, 
be left. 

Everyone there appeared to have 
been doctors, dentists, computer 
software operators and engineers - 
all solid professional people, but 
without any experience in the wise 
direction and development of scarce 
resources. 

The Socialist Zionist kibbutz 
pioneers were, on the surface, far 
more luftmenschlich. Escaping Tsar- , 
ist and early Communist Russia, 
they had lacked the opportunity to 
become professional at anything ex- 
cept Zionist agitation. 

But their ideology demanded con- 
crete success from application in the 
real world and adaptation to existing 
conditions. 

The Matityahu settlers, by con- 
trast. give the impression they would 
feel more at home at a yeshiva in 
Ramot or Gilo, if not Brooklyn. 
There is an indifference to the land; 
an indifference to either the threat 
posed or the lessons to be learned 
from their Arab neighbours; an in- 
difference to the lessons the kibbutz 
experience can teach them. 

The shiur is the thing - that, and 
just living on the land, regardless of 
what they are, or are not, doing with 
it.

| THE ENTHUSIASM many feel at 
the support for Israel expressed by 
Christian evangelical groups and 
those associated with the Interna- 
tional C hristian Embassy in Jeru- 
salem is often mingled with some 
uneasiness. This sense of unease was 
heightened recently at the reports of 
' a Christian Zionist Congress held in 
Basel, Switzerland, “in the same hall 
I of the Casino," according to the 
! Rev. Jan Willem Van Der Hoeven, 
the official Christian' Embassy 
I spokesman, “where, in 1897. Dr. 
Theodor Herzl was instrumental in 
; laying the foundation of the reborn 
I Jewish State of Israel.” 

Public figures and personalities, 

| including some religious Jews, gave 
their warm approval and some even 
participated in this event, which is 
seen by many as a welcome change 
from the haranguing of Israel usually 
heard through the media. 

It may, however, ultimately prove 
unwise to identify too strongly with 
: any such movement without careful 
consideration of what is at stake. 
While. not .showing distrust. or mi^ 

! placed suspicions to needlessly mis-- 
i lead us, we may justifiably try to 
better acquaint ourselves with the 
long-term goals as well as with the 
present policy of Christian groups 
aligning themselves with Israel and 
seeking to share in the Zionist 
‘dream.” 

THE INTERNATIONAL Christian 
Embassy first opened its doors five 
years ago to a grateful mayor and 
citizenry when Jerusalem, then offi- 
cially declared by law to be the 
capital of Israel, was being aban- 
doned by the embassy of one nation 
after nation. At first located in re- 
sidential Rehavia, the Christian 
i Embassy then moved into the for- 
mer premises of the Chilean Embas- 
sy in Jerusalem’s fashionable Tal- 
i bieh neighbourhood. 

Engaged m many activities, both 
locally and otherwise, the Embassy’s 
most publicized and well-attended 
event has been the annual Taberna- 
cles Festival, bringing together 
thousands of Evangelical Christians 
from all over the world. One of the 
leaflets produced speciaDy for that 
occasion speaks of “that day when 
all nations gather unto the Feast of 
Tabernacles at Jerusalem to see 
Messiah King Jesus. " 

While the inspiration for this idea 
is derived from the . sacrifice of the 
symbolic 70 nations offered on Snc- 
cot (Booths or Tabernacles), its 
realization according to Judaism is, 
of course, defined in biblical terms 
(Zeharia 14:14), as a celebration of 
all nations worshipping the one God 
of Israel in Jerusalem. 

Many have argued in favour of 
receiving with open arms, no ques- 
tions asked, the moving display of 
Christian love and friendship of 
evangelical groups, saying it is well 
to graciously indulge the classical 
Christian “hang-up” when material 
assistance and friendship to Israel 
are offered in such generous doses. 

This is advisable only if we weigh 
the possible consequences of en- 
couraging these groups who may be 
presumed to be acting in their own 
self-interest. We should be aware of 
the price we may be paying for this, 
ever hard-to-come-by commodity: 
well-wishers of Israel. 

STRENGTHENING OTHERS 
while deriving mutual benefit is not 
in itself unreasonable; it may even be 
seen as realistic, and is frequently 
desirable. Calling a Christian Zionist 
Congress, on the other hand, smacks . 
of over-identification, verging on 
willful substitution, taken for 
granted by many Christians. . 

The people of Israel can no longer 
afford to underestimate the relent- 
less determination of the other 
monotheistic religions to take over 
its rightful inheritance: historical 
and geographical. A chance viewing 
of a programme relayed from Mid- 
dle East Televirion, a television sta- 
tion sponsored and funded by 
friends of the International Christian 
Embassy, did little to allay fears 
that, once again, we are being used 
for ulterior motives.

Zionism

The programme referred to was 
an animated movie on the crucifi- 
xion of the Christian-held, though 
presumably Jewish, Messiah. A 
northern European, gentle and soft- 
spoken Jesus is depicted as sur- 
rounded by disciples, the swarthiest 
of them being a dark-bearded Judas. 
This typically Jewish-looking char- 
acter, though enthralled by the in- 
spired teaching of Jesus, is lured by 
greed to betray the Saviour to the 
Roman Pilate by the Jews who offer 
him a jingling bag of coins. The 
villainous-looking Temple priests 
and rabbis called loudly to put the 
Saviour to death. Dei ride, so to 
speak, is alive and well and being 
preserved by groups associated with 
the International Christian Embassy 
that seeks to express, in Van Der 
Hoeven’s own words "...in very 
tangible ways our love and support 
for the Jewish people.” 

The Embassy-sponsored Voice of 
Hope radio station, originally cre- 
ated to help the besieged in Leba- 
non, has been blatantly missionary 
in its broadcasts since its inception. 

A conciliatory tone is often 
adopted by those -who are made 
aware of these “minor" defects in 
the activities of the Christian Embas- 
sy. Misguided goodwill, they say. 
Let’s not be so paranoid, plead the 
voices of reason; after all. how much 
harm can be done even after taking 
into account all the energy they put 
into active proselytization efforts? 
The answer may well be: a lot. 

More important, how much faith 
can be placed in those who, claiming 
they wish to make up for past exces- 
ses committed against the Jewish 
people, directly or indirectly, in the 
name of Christianity, take advan- 
tage of the good will of Israel and the 
hospitality of the municipality of 
Jerusalem, while they enhance 
themselves at our expense? 

SEMHA KRAUSS, an American 
rabbi writing in the November 1984 
issue of Sh'ma , asks whether 
Evangelicals who support lane! be- 
cause of a particular and specific 
Christian agenda do so as signs of 
great love? And Geoffrey Wigoder, 
writing in The Jerusalem Post (Octo- 
ber 14, 1984) on a special publication 
called Understanding Evangelicals, 
prepared by V. Eckstein on behalf of 
the Anti-Defamation League, re- 
minds us that on the Awacs issue - 
die most significant showdown over 


Israel between the Reagan adminis- 
tration and the American Jewish 
establishment - all the evangelical 
representatives and senators voted 
against the declared interests of 
Israel. 

It is Eckstein’s contention that 
certain Israel-oriented Jewish 
groups have gone too far in giving 
legitimation to missiouizing 
He brew- Christian groups on the 
basis of their pro-Israel activities. 

Yet the most questionable of all is 
the International Christian Embas- 
sy’s close association with the 
Hebrew-Chiistian or Messianic Jew- 
ish groups. After years of surrepti- 
tious operations in various places 
throughout Israel, they have come 
oat into the open to practice then 1 
missionary work, as announced in an 
article by Haim Shapiro in The Jeru- 
salem Past. It is their claim that the 
followers of Jesus were mistaken in 
negating the relevance and spiritual 
importance of Tora. They contend 
that a Christian who converts to 
Judaism while not abandoning faith 
in Jesus (or, likewise, a Jew who 
continues to follow the precepts of 
Judaism (Shabbat, kashrut, etc.) 
and accepts the Messiabship of 
Jesus) are the “true believers." 

Hebrew-Christian groups lure 
new believers from among- Israelis 
into their fold by bringing them the 
"good news” that as Christians they 
will actually become better Jews. 

This distorted veTsi on of “Who is a 
Jew?" has at least twice been the 
subject of costly, highly publicized 
legal battles in Israeli courtrooms at 
the behest' of those who feel it is 
fitting for the state to acknowledge 
that Christianity is. after all, also 
true Judaism. 

According to the Hebrew Christ- 
ian quarterly (Spring 1985),. there 
are such Messianic groups actively 
operating in Jerusalem, Rehovpt 
and Haifa, among other centres. 
Hebrew Christian literature by 
Menahem Benhayim, the move- 
ment's Jerusalem head, and by the 
Rev. Baruch Maoz, the pastor of the 
Hebrew-speaking Christian com- 
munity in Rehovot and the director 
Of Christian Witness to Israel 
(another faction of the overall Mes- 
sianic Jewish complex operating in 
Israel), is prominently displayed and 
sold at the International Christian 
Embassy in Jerusalem. 

In addition, it is also most interest- 
ing and instructive to note that the

Rev. Maoz was a featured speaker at 
the earlier mentioned Christian 
Zionist Congress organized by the 
Christian Embassy" of Jerusalem 
where, according to the printed 
programme, he addressed the 
assemblage on “The Church's dilem- 
ma in relation to Messianic Jews." 

"Hebrew Christians,” “Messianic 
Jews," and “Jews for Jesus" are 
outstanding examples of groups in- 
tent on fudging the historical lines 
separating Christianity from Juda- 
ism. Such attempts have often 
aroused sharp opposition in Jewish, 
as well as in Christian, circles. 

"Faith in Jesus," states the Rev. 
Ole Kvarme, of the Caspari Institute 
in Jerusalem, "is not something that 
turns a Jew into a non-Jew." Such 
attitudes demonstrate little respect 
for the basic integrity of Judaism and 
the Jewish people, especially in light 
of two millennia of bitter and relent- 
less persecution of Jews at the hands 
of Christian Europe. 

Historically, when Christians have 
acted to “save” Jews, it has usually 
[£i meant “saving'-’ their souls as well: 

: all the more so when Judaism and 
Christianity axe shown to be inter- 
changeable. 

BY THEIR OWN admission, there 
has been a significant growth in the 
number of "Hebrew Christians" 
operating in Israel in the past few 
years as hundreds of Israelis have 
been drawn into their ranks. Though 
some of their leaders, like Menahem 
Benhayim, now function openly, the 
lack of popularity of missionizing 
prevalent among Israelis causes 
many Messianic Jews to remain 
undercover and to continue their 
proselytizing efforts on a clandestine 
basis. 

To view this as a marginal phe- 
nomenon and look the other way is 
to grant an. aura of legitimacy to 
those who seek to undermine’ the 
heritage of Judaism and the exist- 
ence of Israel. A true desire by 
Christians to purge themselves and 
their faith of anti-Semitism and to 
repent the violence loosed on Jews in 
the name of Christianity could be 
shown by expressing humility, real 
respect, and honest support of 
Israel. 

To claim, as did Van Der Hoeven i 
in a radio interview with A v rah am 
Beu-Melech, broadcast on Kol 
Israel prior to the Christian Zionist 
Congress, that those who have done 
harm to the Jewish people were not 
the "real" Christians is not convinc- 
ing enough. Such- an argument re- 
jects the accountability of Christians 
for acts committed in the name of 
Christianity and is a theological and 
historical cop-out of the first order. 

Nor should Christians express 
their “love" of Judaism and the 
Jewish people by taking over cher- 
ished and unique Jewish symbols, 
such as the menora or, for that 
matter, by holding a Christian Zion- 
ist Congress. 

Just as it is scarcely appropriate 
for white people to convene a con- 
ference for blacks, and men can 
hardly hold feminist gatherings, so 
too, Judaism, Israel and Zionism are 
questions of Jewish self-definition. 1 

When Christians usurp Jewish 
tradition and Jewish symbols, it in- 
evitably leads to distortion and de- 
nies the true distinctiveness of each 
religious tradition. 

The Jewish people have preserved 
their spiritual identity at high cost 
and have not come home to careless- 
ly compromise it in exchange for 
what passes as love and good will. 
Rabbinic Judaism is not exclusive in 
the manner of the so-called universal 
religions of Christianity and Islam. 
All may share in the Jewish vision of 
the world-to-come. 

While the state must guarantee 
the free-expression and integrity of 
all faiths and systems of belief, Israel 
has no obligation to promote, or 
even tolerate, either Moslem im- 
perialism or Christian triumphalism. 
Only in this spirit can Jerusalem be 
rebuilt, speedily and in our days.

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THE SIXTH annual Jerusalem Post

The Jerusalem Post Funds 
came through with help for us and 
for thousands of elderly people 
throughout Israel." 

Friedman spoke of the struggle of 
his generation of Israelis to come to 
grips with the harsh reality of caring 
for an increasingly-aging popula- 
tion. “Who are these elderly?" he 
asked. “My parents, your parents - 
those people who built this country. 
We have learned to add years to 
their lives, but have we learned to 
add life to their years?" The loneli- 
ness and alienatin of the aged. Fried- 
man stressed, must be dealt with by 
the young as much as the physical 
ills. "Unless these social needs are 
adequately met. we have not truly 


cared for our frailer family mem- 
bers. 

Deputy Social Affaire Minister 
Agudat Yisrael MK Menabem 
Porush spoke of the significance for 
him of the Ministry being able to 
embark upon such a large-scale pro- 
ject with the help of a cadre of 
thousands of volunteers and the' 
backing of a daily newspaper. “If we 
can call upon this kind of support.” 
said Porush, “who knows what we 
can achieve?" 

When veteran Post journalist 
Helen Rossi initiated the Forsake 
Me Not campaign five years ago, it 
was intended as a one-time special 
effort, geared to meet a very limited 
need. As we have seen, the needs 
have kept on growing, and the For- 
sake Me Not campaign has become 
an annual event, with the wide- 
spread support of thousands of our 
readers here and abroad.

N AH ARTY A. once a bustling and 
prosperous town, is in the doldrums. 
It celebrated its 50th anniversary 
last year with an impressive celebra- 
tion of its achievements. It helped 
divert citizens' attention from their 
present complaints, but many of 
them point out that it is the future, 
not the past, which concerns them 
most. 

Very few of today's 36,000 resi- 
dents were here for the pioneering 
beginnings, and though they are 
aware of the town's growth, they are 
dissatisfied with the lack of progress 
now. 

Part of these feelings come with 
the easing of tension - the cessation 
of a shooting war on its very borders. 
The town is just eight kilometres 
from the frontier with Lebanon and 
the noise of artillery fire sometimes 


seemed to be in the next street. 

Reaction from three years of wait- 
ing and listening has brought irrita- 
tion and im patience for instant im- 
provement. Unspoken, but never far 
away, is the fear of increased acts of 
tenor, halted by the IDF but by no 
means eliminated. 

People who doggedly went to 
work during bombardments; dashed 
from the shelters for essential sup- 
plies and helped to keep children 
calm, are more nervous now than 
they were under attack. Citizens 
who staunchly refused to be driven 
away by enemy action are now 
wondering if they mil be able to 
commit themselves to staying on. 

The town is short of money. In 
spite of high taxes and some foreign 
currency from tourists and United 
Nations officers living there, essen-

tral services are slowing down and 
functioning on a tightrope of in- 
solvency. 


THE STATE of Nahariya’s hospital 
is indicative of the general situation.

260 patients and actually caters to 
385 at a time by squeezing beds into 
corridors, porches and any unoccu- 
pied comer. The original wooden 
structures should have been scrap- 
ped 20 years ago.

It is the only general hospital in 
Western Galilee, and serves a 
population of 200,000 people; 45 per 
cent of the patients are Arabs, some 
of them from Lebanon, brought in 
through the Good Fence. Four of the 
doctors are Druse, 10 are Arabs, 
both Moslem and Christian, and 20 
per cent of the nurses are Arabs, 
some graduates of the hospital's own 
nursing school, both male and 
female. 

Hospital director Eiitzur Hazani is 
proud - to emphasize the harmony of 
the staff relations and mentions that 
the Board of the Friends of die 
Hospital is equally mixed. So are the 
volunteers who, under the direction 
of retired Dr. Beate Abramoff , are 
to be found in every department, 
monitoring machines, filing, deliver- 
ing meals and helping to feed im- 
capadtated patients, entertaining in 
the childrens wards and making up 
staff shortages with cheerful devo- 
tion. 

The hospital is behind in its pay- 
ments for electricity, water and tele- 
phone service. Thes means that in- 
terest has to be paid. Wholesalers 
are unwilling to extend credit, so 
drugs and supplies often have to be 
bought as needed, sometimes after a 
frantic whip round, from the local 
pharmacy. Sophisticated equipment 
stands unused for lack of means to 
run it. 

In pediatrics, acting department 
head Dr. MUa Barak is often, re- 
duced to asking parents to bring milk 


and special foods for the small pa- 
tients. She tells a touching story of a 
parent calling to say he could not 
come that day, but if she would see 
■ that his child was fed he would make 
up the shortage on his next visit. 

However, Dr. Hazani is not de- 
sperate. There is a new agreement 
with the Health Ministry and the 
Treasury - which promises relief. 
With a 15 per cent staff shortage, 
they dare sot cut staff more, but 
. other economies are being made - 
less air conditioning, simpler meals, 
and making supplies and equipment 
last a little longer. 


crowded rooms. A matching fund 
was collected in England four years 
ago for an addition and repair to the 
library, but the Municipality never 
put up its share and the money was 
diverted to other projects. This 
month, the donors generously 
opened their wallets for a second 
matching fond. 


THE MUNICIPALITY is not re- 
sponsible for the hospital. It does 
.take partin another Health Ministry 
project, the clinic for mental health. 
It is only required to pay for cleaning 
and maintenance, but even this 
funding is endangered and the clinic, 
the only one in the area, is 
Jhreatened with closure. Its second 
. office, on the outskirts of the town, is 
m a crowded apartment building so 
dangerously cracked that slamming 
a door could bring down the ceiling. 
It is also horrifyingly infested, with 
^cockroaches as big as mice. Unable 
to work in such circumstances, the 
staff are paying out of their own 
• pockets to have the premises fruni- 
■ gated. 

The library, one of the first and 
best-organized in the country, once 
served as a model which many towns 
copied. Now, it is a mere storehouse 
for books functioning in two 


However, a positive and optimis- 
tic mood prevails at City Hall. In- 
come is expected from newly- 
introduced parking cards. The large, 
efficient industries like I scar. Mol- 
iet, Moller, Vargus, Isasbcsr and 
Strauss, employ nearly half the 
town's workforce and unemploy- 
ment is minimal. 

It is rumoured that the Housing 
Ministry has apartments available 
for immigrants, though the minis- 
try's Nahariya office was not empo- 
wered to release information. The 
Haifa office refers enquiries to Jeru- 
salem and people in the Jerusalem 
office do not answer the phone. The 
rare immigrant who endures this 
run-around will have proved him- 
self tough enough to survive. 

The buck gets passed around in 
the usual way. Ministries do not pay 
local councils on time, so debts pile 
up and end up costing more because 
of interest. There is no one place or 
person to take to task, so the town 
gets a little shabbier and dirtier. 
Garbage piles up on the once clean 
beaches. Tourism declines, people 
grumble. It is not like it was. but will 
it get worse?

New directives for bank directors

GaKa Maor. Examiner of B anks at 
the Bank of Israel, yesterday pub- 
lished a long and detailed directive 
to the commercial banks, setting 
forth comprehensive rules regarding 
the make-up and operation of their* 
boards of directors. These regula- 
tions, over twoycarsiD preparation, 
replace and expand the existing 
ones, which date back to 1973. 

The long-drawn out process of 
consultation and discussion with the 
bankers themselves and with outside 
experts was used by Maor to obtain a 
maximum degree of consensus be- 
tween die various parties. Some of 
the new provisions clearly reflect this 
concern not to tread on the toes of 
several prominent bankers, or to 
require banks to radically reform 
their structure.. 

Thus, for example, the require- 
ment that the board chairman should 
not hold any operative position with- 
in the bank, is modified for those 
banks in which the chairman is at the 
date of issue of the regulations die 
chief executive officer. A bank in 
this situation is allowed to maintain 
that structure subject to certain con- 
ditions. One primaiy condition is 
that a separate post of chief operat- 
ing officer is created which carries 
with it responsibility for day-to-day 
running of the. bank. 

This formula is designed to meet 
the needs of Bank Leumi, whose 
reorganisation a few years ago cre- 
ated precisely that management 
structure, and whose chairman and 
CEO, Ernest Japbet. was not in- 
clined to readjust the new plan or to 
lose one of his two titles. 

Similarly, the provision that a 


chairman must be an Israeli resident 
is hedged about with concessions 
which seem tailored to the needs of 
Discount chairman Raphael Re- 
canati, who spends much of the year 
overseas. Another peculiarity in the 
new rules is an age limit of 73 for the 
election of new directors, while 75 is 
the age limit for sitting directors. 

The thrust of the new rules is to 
specify who may sit on a bank’s 
board of directors, what qualifica- 
tions are needed, and what responsi- 
bilities are involved, both individual- 
ly and collectively. The number of 
sub-committees and their constitu- 
tion are also laid down, and particu- 
lar emphasis is placed on the role of 
the control committee. 

The tasks and responsibilities of 
both the internal auditor and the 
external accountants are reviewed. 
Their inter-relationships are ex- 
amined as well as their reporting 
duties to the full board or to the 


control committee. 

The size of bank boards is fixed at 
a minimum of seven and a maximum 
of 13, of whom at least one-quarter 
must be outside directors - a title 
that is closely defined in the new 
regulations. This stipulation was one 
of the main considerations behind 
the changes made in two of the big 
Israeli banks in recent months - 
Hapoalim and Mizrahi. 

In both of these banks the boards 
had swollen in size over the years to 
more than 20 members, some of 
whom were very old or otherwise 
unfit for inclurion. Both banks have 
recently elected new boards, much 
reduced in size and more qualified in 
composition. 

The aim of the new rules, accord- 
ing to the Bank of Israel, is to allow 
the boards to cany out their tasks is 
an efficient manner, in giving direc- 
tions to the executive arm of the 
bank, and to oversee its operations.

The bond 
market, in contrast, was" only slightly 
lower overall. 

The statistics of the selling show 
that it was much heavier than the 
equivalent buying spree of only the 
previous day. The advance/dedine 
ratio was stood on its bead, as the 
imbalance was now on the down- 
side. 

What was particularly noteworthy 
was die number of heavy shares 
caught up in the downdraught. 
Shares such as Hassneh and IDB 
Development were dumped for 9% 
and 10% falls, so that only the 115% 
rise in Phoenix stood out on the 
upside. This resulted in the insur- 
ance group being the only one to 
rise, as even the “arrangement” 
shares slipped slightly . 

“Non-arrangement” bank shares 
were down 5.36%, the key industrial 
index gave up4.41% and the volatile 
investment companies lost over 5% . 

By way of explanation, analysts 
pointed to a cumulative sapping of 
investor confidence by the constant 
stream of poor company news, with 
bankruptcies and losses becoming 
commonplace. The straw that may 
have broken the camel's back, in the 
opinion of some, was the Scitex 
announcement that it, too, was ex- 
pecting a reduction in sales and that 
the cutback in government financing 
bad affected its profitability. This, 
coupled with more news of Frutar- 
om’s debt problems, swept aside the 
initial post-holiday optimism' and let

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the bears run amok. 

Who sold? Rumours speak of the 
United Kibbutz Movement selling 
some of its holdings through Bank 
Hapoalim. As usual . where the 
UKM is mentioned, the name of 
Balas is not far behind and the 
mystery man was also suspected of 
being on the selling side. 

Another factor in the prevailing 
pessimism may be the list of com- 
panies which are under investigation 
by the Securities Authority for sus- 
pected wrongdoing, with the possi- 
bility that some of these cases may 
■ readh the courts. 

In the bond market there was also 
a larger than usual volume, and this 
was concentrated in the 80%-Iinked 
series. Despite this, however, the 
group was generally stable and the 
main movements came in some of 
the dollar-linked bond series, which 
fell back somewhat. The Galil-type 
index-linked bonds were also knock- 
ed lower by up to 3%. 

In the Treasury Bill sector a 
volume of almost IS20 billion left 
yields little changed compared to 
Wednesday, at around 7% monthly.

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Rehearsal for crisis 

THERE is both good reason apd no reason for the government 
to break up over the Taba issue. 

The good reason is that the Likud manipulates the issue to 
block all Labour policy initiatives on what is loosely termed the 
peace front. Such immobilism serves Likud, but not Labour, 
aims and commitments. Therefore divorce is indicated. 

However, such an outcome of the present high-decibel 
debate is unlikely. For both Mr. Peres and Mr. Shamir are 
packing their gear for important visits to the U.$. The prime 
minister will be meeting with President Reagan, among others, 
and Mr. Shamir, who is going to New York for the UN General 
Assembly session, will be conferring with many foreign minis- 
ters, including Secretary of State George Shultz. 

Neither wishes to, go as a lame duck; that would deprive then- 
meetings of significance and, beyond that, turn their trips 
almost into a national embarrassment. Both men, and both their 
parties, must be aware of this, and they can be counted on. 
therefore, to repair the spewing and sputtering engine of 
government, at least for another few months. 

Viewed dispassionately, Taba, of course, also offers no 
rational justification fo dissolving the government, just as it 
offers no rational justification for the importance the Egyptians 
have attached to it. 

This tiny strip of land, after all, has absolutely no strategic 
significance. No material national interest is at stake. Rather, 
all the parties have elevated it into a symbol impregnated with 
meanings that derive from the psychopathology of politics 
rather than from the substantial ingredients of political advan- 
tage. 

The Egyptians have elevated the matter into a question of 
principle' and magnified a geographical sliver into a vast 
domain. 

The Likud, led by Mr. Shamir and pushed by Mr. Sharon, 
has cranked it up into a test of the national and nationalistic 
will. Compromise they equate with submission, which in some 
mystical and unexplained fashion, would have the direst of 
consequence. 

More to the point, they fear that a warm peace with Egypt 
could somehow ignite a process of negotiation with Jordan, the 
Palestinians and the U.S.. which is precisely what they wish to 
prevent. And finally, this could all redound to the credit of Mr. 
Peres whom they wish to retain caged up either for the rotation 
of power or an electoral contest. 

By the same token, the very reasons that cause Mr. Shamir 
and his party to dig their toes in. are the reasons that prompt 
Labour to loosen the soil. And the more obstinate the Likud's 
resistance, the more intense becomes Labour’s desire to break 
free. 

This superstructure of symbolism and competing wills, rather 
than the substructure of geography, is what the contest over 
Taba has become. If the national interest is at stake, it is so 
only because of the meaning, rather than the material, of the 
contest. 

That fundamentally irrational projection of significance into 
Taba also leads to wholly exaggerated expectations of out- 
come, whether that outcome is a solution or continued 
stalemate. Resolution would not change Egypt, not bring peace 
in the east, not disgrace the Likud, just as continued stalemate 
would not legitimize Israel’s occupation of the territories, 
dissolve the peace with Egypt or disgrace Labour. 

Greater achievements and greater failures would be needed 
for such outcomes. 

But all the parties have conspired to relegate these realities. 
What remains is a sharpening of the familiar differences which 
existed at the outset of the unity government, the differences 
between Labour which firmly believes that the status quo must 
be exchanged for progress towards compromise and peace if 
Israel’s future is to be secured, and the Likud whose theology 
dictates that salvation lies in cementing the status quo. 

When that issue is finally joined, whether today or tomor- 
row. over Taba or tababa, the government must fail. And then 
the stakes will be real.

The first Labour minister to speak 
out yesterday was Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, who told radio 
listeners at 7 a.m. that it was “hard to 
imagine Labour staying in the gov- 
ernment for the next three years if 
there is no chance of strengthening 
the peace with Egypt and searching 
for peace prospects on the Eastern- 
Front. ..The peace with Egypt is at a 
crossroads," Rabin warned. 

He said that the opponents of 
arbitration over Taba “apparently 
tear that Israel's case is weak... I do 
not fear arbitration and I do not see 
readiness for arbitration as a weak- 
ness." 

Deputy Premier Yitzhak Navon 
was on the Army Radio an hour later 
to warn in even more dire terms that 
the peace with Egypt could easily 
deteriorate if it were not bolstered. 
"Life does not stand still," Navon 
••aid. “If there is no movement for- 
ward there is regression.'* 
Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi told a party meeting later in the 
day that the government had no 
“right to exist" if it is bereft of 
decision-making powers. "If the pre- 
sent situation continues it will result

rr IS GENUINELY difficult to 
understand Richard Murphy's 
staunch defence of Jordan’s King 
Hussein on Capitol (fill this week. 
The king had moved courageously 
and consequently faces overt threats 
to his regime and associates, the 
U.S. assistant secretary of state cold . 
a hearing of the House Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee on Europe 
and the Middle East. 

Even to Murphy’s attuned di- 
plomatic ear, the phrase must have 
sounded hollow indeed. For the 
truth of the matter is that the king 
has done anything but move 
courageously; indeed, he has en- 
sured that this latest American- 
inspired peace initiative is doomed 
to oblivion, as were its predecessors. 

When Murphy visited this region 
in August, King Hussein’s position 
was that movement towards peace 
must be staggered. As learned from 
high-level sources, Hussein envis- 
aged four stages: First, Murphy 
would meet four to six of the Palesti- 
nians on the list of seven submitted 
jointly by the PLO and Hussein; 
second, the PLO would then recog- 
nize Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338; third, this would then lead 
to an American-PLO dialogue 
aimed at “legitimizing” the PLO, 
and fourth, in the find stage, there 
would be an international peace con- 
ference that would also include all 
the Arab states, the PLO and the 
Soviets. 

Murphy’s counter-proposal was 
simple: he was prepared to meet 
with up to four members of the 
Palestinian list on condition that this 
was a prelude to a meeting between 
‘ Israel, Jordan the U S., the Palesti- 
nians and possibly Egypt to discuss 
tangible moves towards peace. 

Hussein turned him down flatly 
and unequivocally. The king refused 
to budge on any of the four condi- 
tions he had stipulated -not even the 
demand for an international peace 
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conference that the king knows is 
anathema to both Israel and the 
U.S., who have made it dear that a 
peace process that would include the 
Soviets and Syrians can only fail. 

WHEN Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres visited the U.S. in late 1984, he 
used two powerful arguments 
a gains t an international conference - 
arguments that were adopted and 
supported by the administration at 
the time. "If the Syrians sit at the 
table,” Peres told Secretary of State 
George Shultz at a meeting at the 
State Department, "all the Arabs 
will dance according to the Syrian 
tune. If the Soviets are at the table,” 
Peres continued, “the U.S. will be 
forced by circumstance to adopt a 
totally pro-Jsrael position, thus 
negating America’s role as ’honest 
broker.’ " 

Murphy knows as well as the king 
that the last of the king’s four in- 
violate conditions was introduced in 
order to preclude peace, not facili- 
tate it. 

Murphy left Amman further from 
achieving movement towards peace 
than before he embarked on his 
mission. For all intents and purposes 
the American peace initiative in its 
current form is dead; and Hussein, 
by the artful employment of double- 
talk diplomacy, has buried it. 

The assistant secretary's inter- 
pretation of Hussein’s recent actions 
as "courageous” steps toward Israel 
is perhaps better understood if one 
recognizes that Murphy, in addition 
to reporting on the pursuance of 
peace, is representing the adminis- 
tration that later this month is ex- 
pected to place before Congress 
notification of its intention to sell 
Jordan sophisticated military equip- 
ment worth billions. 
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inevitably in the collapse of the gov- 
ernment.* Only if the Likud changes 
its stand can the crisis be averted.” 

Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman weighed in with radio and 
television interviews asserting that 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir had 
acquiesced in the conciliation- 
leading-to-arbitration formula 
worked out between Peres’ aides 
and the Egyptian leadership. “It was 
in accordance with the spirit of what 
had been agreed in consultations 
with Shamir." Weizman said. 

He bald) accused the Likud of 
“wanting io freeze the peace pro- 
cess." 

Energy Minister Moshe Shabal 
“went public' with his advice to Peres 
to seize the initiative and present the 
Likud with a fait accompli. Ir was a 
premier's prerogative to take deci- 
sions, Shabal said. Peres should de- 
clare that he is committed to the 
accord he struck with the Egyptians 
(over the Taba dispute-resolution) - 
and then it would be up to the Likud 
to take it or leave the government. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev, 
touring the Rafah border crossing- 
point, also warned that Egypt might 
“be driven back into the Arab hard- 
line camp" if the Israel-Egypt peace 
were allowed to deteriorate. “There 
is no purpose maintaining a govern- 
ment whose hands are tied. Better to 
go to the nation, or to set up a 
government which can put Egypt's 
intentions to the test. 

Bar-Lev said unequivocally that 
he had proposed to his party that it 
leave the government if the Likud 
remained obdurate over Taba. 

And Labour's secretary-general, 
Uri Baram MK. told an interviewer 
last night' that this was indeed the 
likely scenario - if the Likud did 
remain obdurate.

quested from the Americans that 
would cut flying times from Amman 
to Jerusalem from four minutes to 
under three; and that are capable of 
delivering tons of ordnance on high 
density population targets with gre- 
ter penetrability and survivability 
than ever before. 

And even if the British would 
supply. Tornadoes (that the . king 
would have had to pay for — albeit 
under generous terms of credit), 
these would in no way be compar- 
able to the F-16s the Americans are 
intending to supply, to be paid for, in 
the main part, by American aid. 
Israel would obviously prefer that 
there be no upgrading of the Jorda- 
nian airforce, but if planes are to be 
supplied, better they be Tornadoes 
with the technology of the *70s than 
F-16s or F-20s, with the technology 
of the ’90s. 

In essence, if the Reagan Admi- 
nistration -goes ahead with its inten- 
tion to supply Hussein with weapons 
as a prize for obduracy, no matter 
what the rationale, even the most 
determined Israeli dove will have a 
hard time countering the scepticism 
and cynicism that such a decision 
must generate. 

How can any responsible Israeli 
leader speak of territorial comprom- 
ise — the giving up of vital strategic 
depth on the West Bank - when a 
Jordan that has submitted its foreign 
policy to PLO sanction receives 
weapons that would necessitate bet- 
ter early warning capabilities for 
Israel. Under these circumstances 
no Israeli prime minister could coun- 
sel compromise and survive politi- 
cally. If anything, a U.S. Adminis- 
tration decision -to go ahead with a 
sophisticated weapons package to 
Jordan would add to the arguments 
of the right-wing of the national 
unity government (both in the Likud 
and Lab our) who propound the non- 
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negotiability of Eretz Yisrael. and 
who adamantly oppose any move- 
ment on the peace front beyond the 

narrow interpretation of the Camp 
David accords. 

HUSSEIN, by standing by the four 
conditions laid down by the PLO, 
has done more than disappoint Mur- 
phv and play into the hands of the 
Israeli right. He has effectively 
eroded the support he enjoyed on 
foe West Bank. 

“If there is no difference between 
Hussein's position and that of the 
PLO. why should a Palestinian on 
the West Bank support a Beduin. 
when he can identify with his own 
leaders,” a senior Israeli defence 
official asked rhetorically last week. 
The same official said that those 
charged with monitoring the situa- 
tion on the West Bank were 
“amazed” at how quickly Hussein s 
power base, which gained consider- 
ably after Yasser Arafat's expulsion 
from Tripoli, has dissipated. 

On Wednesday night this week, at 
a banquet in Amman in honour of 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, the Jordanian monarch 
used current events in the West 
Bank and Gaza to illustrate his 
point. Hussein again embarked on 
his well-worn litany of how time is 
running out; how' fanaticism and 
radicalism are replacing reason; and 
how the suffering of his conquered 

brethren must be ended. 

Indeed it must. But radicalizing 
West Bank moderates, strengthen- 
ing Israeli hard-liners and ensuring 
the perennial stalemate of American 
peace initiatives is not the way to go 
about it. Neither is the unbridled 
supply of weapons to Jordan by the 
Americans. In the final analysis, the 
U.S. must recognize rhaf weapons 
supplied independent of movement 
toward peace are essentially the 
means of war.
